The only printer iiving today, who 
saw the first edition of the Atlanta 
Constitution come from 
Mr. Isaac Pilgrim, or Uncle Ike, as he 
is known to ali the printers here, and 
in many parts of the country.- 

Mr. Pilgrim is also the oldest living 
member of the Atlanta Typographical 
Union, an organization to which he was 
devotedly and loyally attached. 


He held the position of ad. foreman | 


on The Constitution for just thirty-two 
years. For a number of years he was 
quite able to set every ad that came 
to The Constitution office. That was, 
of course, in the day when the paper 
Was young. The same work is now 
done by a force of from fifteen to 


twenty men. 

From a small stereotyping apparatus 
once operated by “Uncle Ike” in ster- 
eotyping his standing ads, the im- 
mense stereotyping department of the 
paper has grown into its present pro- 
portions, and no one, from the editor. 
down, could be prouder of the success 
that has come to The Constitution than 
the subject of this sketch. 

During the whole of Mr. Pilgrim's 
life as a printer he workec at night. 
He was faithful and loyal to the in- 
terests of his paper, and put his whole 
heart in every part of his work, while 
on duty. He was always genial and 
good humored, and the kindly, sym- 
pathetic friends of the ‘‘boyse” in trouble 
er hard luck. 

After serving his paper for thirty 
good, active years, Mr. Pilgrim de- 
cided to retire from his position, but 
he was prevailed upon by the appre- 
ciative management to extend his ser- 
vices over an adcitional two years. 
During his years of work, he has seen 
the management of The Constitution 
undergo many ch&nges, and has mourn- 
ed at the passing away of Mr. Henry 
W. Brady, Mr. W. A. Hemphill and Col. 
Evan P. Howell, the first editor and 
proprietors of the paper. ; 

About five years ago, Mr. Pilgrim set 
his last ad. for The Constitution, and 
withdrew to his large: farm about six 
miles from the city, where he is enjoy- 
ing the fruits of his industry and 
thrift in a quiet and comfortable way.

ONSTANTINOPUBEB, — ‘Have you 
( ever heard of this famous city of 
the air? It lies here in the heart 
of north Africa, about 300 mies east 
of Algiers, 50 miles south of the Medi- 
terranean and |!25 miles north of the Des- 
ert of Sahara. It is built upon an 
enormous rock at an altitude of 2,000 
feet above the sea, and there is a mighty 
gorge a thousand feet deep running 


around it. 

If you could take one of our American 
towns of 50,000 inhabitants, crowd its 
houses together so that they would not 
cover more than the area of a half sec- 
tion farm and then lift the bed rock on 
which they stand straight up in the 
air for 2.000 feet you might have some 
of the conditions which exist here at 
Constantine. You would have to put 
the houses on a mighty stone platform, 
and on three sides of it have rocky 
walls falling precepitately down to a 
valley of a depth almost twice the 
heighth of the Washington monument. 
You would need a rushing, foaming 
river to flow through the gorges thus 
made, and about on every side a rolling 
country ending in the d@esert-like moun- 
tains of the great Atlas chain. I doubt 
wvhether ‘there is another such city on 
earth. It is called by the Arabs The 
City of the Air.” It is the mightiest 


roof garden known to man. 
A Mighty Fort. 

Constantine, however, is far more 
than a roof garden. It is a fortifica- 
tion as well. For almost 3,000 years 
it has been the site of acamp or bar- 
racks for soldiers, and the story of its 
adventures is written in blood. It has 
successfully withstood eighty sieges, 
and when the French took it, about 
seventy years ago. they employed an 
army of 10,0090 men. At that time 
hundreds of its Arab inhabitants who 
tried to escape by letting themselves 
down over the rocks were dashed to 
pieces in the gorges below, and s80 
‘many Mohammedan women thus com- 
mitted suicide. that the river ran 
blood. 

The Kasbah, or citadel, which was 
then the chief fort of the Arabs, is 
now occupied by several thousand 
French troops. It commands the 
highest point onthe rocky plateau, and 
is right ov@r the most precipitous part 
of the gorge.’ In it there are stone 
cisterns and granaries built by the 
Romans, and not far from it 
great stone aqueduct which the Rom- 
ans made to supply the place with 
water in times of peace.

A little more than 
300 vears after Christ it was called 
Constantine, in honor of the Roman 
emperor of that date, and when the 
Arabs came in it was made one of 
their capitals. 

Notwithstanding all this the city 
could be easily battered to pieces. 
Modern guns, placed on the opposite 
heights,, would shatter the bualdings, 
and in a few hours would sweep the 
rock clear of both houses. and people. 
In the warfare of the past, however, 
it was almost impregnable, and the 
great canyons by which it is sur- 
rounded formed a barrier whith no 
army could scale. 

ig. the Gorges. 


If you would realize how great a 
barrier they were, come with me down 
into the gorges. Steps have been 
gouged out of the rocks by the} 
French. There are hanging walks 
along the sides of the cliffs, 
can climb a thousand feet down to 
where the River Roummel, known also 
as the River of Sands, runs rushing 
and foaming along on its way to the 
Mediterranean sea. 

We take carriages and drive far up 
the valley, and then cross, and come 
to the ladders. The way from here is 
rough and tiresome, but we climb 
dewn, down, down, until at last we 
are near te the water, far under the 
city. On both sices of we rise precipi- 
tous black walls, stained by sewers 
and springs, and roofed by the sky. 

The gorge is about 200 feet wide, 
narrowing in places to 150 feet or less. 
The rocks rise almost straight up 
from the river, and we are making our 
way about through a narrow canyon 
along this foaming stream. Down 
here in the gorge one hears nothing; 
the noises of the city are unknown, 
and it is ag silent as death. There is 
only the whirring of the wings of the 
crows, storks and other birds, as they 
fly acrosg to their nests in one wall or 
the other, and the roaring of the foam- 
ing river, as it dasheg on through the 
rocks. The gorge changes in charac- 
ter as we go through it. Here the 
cliffs are mighty pillars of stone 500 
feet high; there they look like great 
battlements, and farther on they al- 
most meet overhead. 

At the lower end of the gorge, al- 
most under the Kasbah, it a natural 
bri¢ge, somewhat like that of Vir- 
ginia. Across it runs an acqueduct 
built by the Romans, and at the same 
place are the remains of the Roman 
road which joined the city to the 
mainland. This old bridge is still in 
good condition. It is right under the 
iron bridge of Kantara, which now 
forms the chief highway to the city 
on the rock.

But few of these houses have win- 
dows facing the streets, and the win- 
dows are covered with an iron network 
for fear the ladies of the harem may 
be seen by others than their husbands. 

The Arab women here are quite as s@e- 
cluded as those of other parts of Al- 
geria. They wrap themselves in shawls 
when they go out of doors, and wear 
pieceg of white cotton tied tightly about 
their faceg so that one sees only their 
eyes. So far I have not observed a Sin- 
gle pair of voluminous ladies’ reeches 
which are so common in 
Algiers. The gowns of these Constantine 
ladies fall clear to the feet, and the fe- 
male population looks like so many big 
fat bundles waddling along upon slippers. 
The Arab men, on the other hand, 
gorgeously dressed, and they spend a lot 
on their clothes. 

The Jews of Constantine. 

The Jews here are different from their 
race in Kurope or America, and what I 
write is not to be considered in connec- 
tion with our Hebrew population. There 
have been Jews in Africa since the time 


In Constantine 
they dress like Arabs. The men 
rich jackets, beautifully embroidered, 
and full trousers tied in at the knee.

The spirit’ of loneliness dwells where 
man has been, and is not. Petersburg, 
Once the busy center of political and 
commercial] life, with all the equipments 
Of a culthred and advanced civic organ- 
ism, is now only a memory, not one ves- 
tige of her former glory remains; ali 
is utter desolation, no sound breaks the 
Silence of that dead city, : 

In 1800 it was said that in point of 
Situation and commercial . importance 
Petersburg was second only to Augusta. 
It was a handsome, well-built town, laid 
off in town lots, with convent 
streets} warehouses near the rivers, resi- 
dences situated above, occupied lots each 
about three-fourths of an acre in ex- 
tent. It contained a postoffice, market 
place, -town hall, several churches, and 
not less than forty stores and ware- 
houses. 

In 1802 eighteen of the principal citi- 
zens of Petersburg were § incorporated 
into a society. The purpose and objects 
of this society were educational and 
philanthropic, and much good was ac- 
complished. From reliable authority I 
learn that as late as 1836 the merchants 
of Petersburg had among their stock of 
merchandise many costly silks and laces. 
A lady now living in Elbert county tells 
me that this same year (|836) her mother 
purchased in the then prosperous town 
a wedding trosseau as beautiful as any 
the 
we®ding gown costing $20 per yard. 

Dionysius Oliver was, February 3, 
1786, althorized by the legislature of 
Georgia to erect a warehouse in Eibert 
county (about twenty-four miles from 
what is now the city Piberton) on the 
land lying In the fork between Savan- 
nah and Broad rivers, for the inspection 
and storage of tobacco; with the location 
of this house dates the commencement 
of Petersburg. The land tn this section 
of the state was well adapted to the cul- 
tivation of tobacco, in which most of 
the planters were engaged, Tobacco was 
the cause of population, and the parent 
of trade. As long as {t engrossed the 
attention of the planters, Petersburg

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MEETING OF THE BRANCH 
HELD AT THE TECH 

Monday afternoon a meeting of the 
Georgia branch of the Southern Associa- 
tion of College Women was held at the 
Georgia School of Technology. In the 
absence of Mrs. Warren Boyd, president 
of the Georgia branch, Miss Grace Lan- 
drum, president of the association, pre- 
sided. 

(Mrs. Ellen Foster, of Washington, who 
has been appointed by President Roose- 
velt to investigate the industrial condi- 
tions of the country,- was the first 
speaker. In, a very interesting manner 
she told of her work, dwelling particu- 
larly upon the close relationship between 
industrial and educational conditions. 

President Matheson welcomed the as- 
sociation to the Tech, and then spoke 
upon compulsory education. He proved 
himself a strong advocate of the move- 
ment. In fact, he considers it ‘‘the most 
important question confronting us at the 
present time.’ President Matheson is now 
making a thorough investigation of this 
subject, and can be counted upon as one 
of its strongest supporters. 

Mr. F. L. Seely, of The Georgian, in 
his speech, brought out many statistics 
showing the need of some measure which 
will compel the children of Georgia who 
are of school age to get an education be- 
fore the school age passes. Comparinz 
the proportion of children of Georgia who 


are in school with that of other state:, 
he showed how fearfully behind Georgia isa 
|in this matter. Among other things he 
| brought out that even health is affected 
by ignorance. 

Mr. Walter G. Cooper, secretary of the 
chamber of commerce, in discussing the 
relations of education to industrial effi- 
ciency, showed that the amount of preduc- 
tion is sometimes out of proportion tp the 
| illiteracy, but when so, this is the result 
|of other economic conditions. He at. 
\firmed that “economic conditions being 
‘the same, the educated man will produce 
‘the most.’ He declared that out of 
| 800,000 or 900,000 children in Georgia of 
school age, only about 400,000 are ‘n 
school. ‘It isn’t,’’ he said, ‘‘what we 
put in dollars or cotton, but what we put 
in the human brain that counts.” 


ATLANTA’S VASSAR WOMEN,

THE YEAR’S WORK. 

The Georgia branch of the Southern 
Association of College Women has only 
been in existence for two years, but its 
work has been highly inspiring and prof- 
itable. Following Mrs. Boyd's report 
on ‘“Iiliteracy in Georgia,’’ the branch 
decided to devote the entire year t6 a 
study of compulsory education for the 
state, and of the special phases of the 
problem. 

Meetings have been held each month, 
and a series of carefully studied reports 
have been presented, all of which are or 
wil] be filed in Carnegfe library with 
the papers of the branch. The histor? 
of the common schoo] system of Georgia 
was given most admirably by Miss Lan- 
drum; a summary of compulsory edu- 
cation laws in the different states was 
presented by Miss Hamilton; a file of 
the laws for compulsory education in all 
the former’ slave-holding states was 
made bv Miss Harrison; a fabulation of 
the figures showing the amount of negro 
ftaxes and the amount spent for negro 
education in the state was made by 
Miss Bstelle Martin; compulsory educa- 
tion as affected by the race _ probiem 
was discussed by Miss Beall Martin; 
reports dealing with: the condition of ru- 
ral white schools and rural negro 
schools have been presented by Mrs. 
Wey and Miss Mann; and Miss Sarah 
Converse has prepared a most admira- 
ble study of the relation of negro crime 
and negro illiteracy in Georgia. 

In addition to these reports by mem- 
bers, special addresses have been made 
by Professor’ Brittain, Commissioner

Sinae 
the finer sensibilities of children are of- 
ten ignored, it Is small wonder that they 
are early blunted or perverted, and that 
ere boyhood or girlhood is attained these 
priceless attributes have become atrophied 
through lack of proper culture. 

The parents who truly ve their chil- 
dren are they who can recognize, through 
the needs of their dear ones, the needs 
of all other children, and who feel in 
their inmost being the claim of childhooa 
tc happiness. 

Much Work To 

The young mothers have all they can 
do within the home, but when the birds 
have flown from the nest. the mothe-s 
work may still go on, reaching out to 
better conditions for other children. It 
may be in providing day nurseries, vaca. 
tion schools, play grounds, kindergartens, 
manual and domestic science. It may be 
in working for laws regulating chlid la- 
bor, juvenile courts and probation, pu e 
food, divorce and marriage, compulsory 
education or any other measure for the 
protection of the home. It may he pro- 
viding wholesome, hygienic homes througn 
tenement house’  inepection, visiting 
nurses, schools for the defective and back- 
ward, homes for the homeless, help for 
the erring. It may in fighting against 
any evil that menaces the purity and 
sacredness of the home and undermines 
the moral tone of society. The women of 
teday may effect a greater uplift in phys- 
ical and moral life that has ever been 
felt. The mothers’ congress, guardian 
of the children of the nation! Is there 
any woman who will not enlist under 
that banner

The-old Bey who built the palace is 
Said to have gotten much of the ma- 
terial from Carthege The porcelains 
came from Genoa, and the carvings 
from the houses of the wealthy resi- 
dents of Constantine. If a man was 
noted as having an especially fine 
door or window the Bey ordered him 
to send it to his new palace, and if 
there was any furniture that he es- 
pecially desired he got it in the same 
way. 

One of the oddest features 
arcades looking out upon the gardens 
is a series of paintings of Moham- 
inedan cities. These are Spread upon 
the wallsewithout regard to harmony 
or art, ‘he colors fairly swear at 
each other, and the drawing is faul- 
ty and the perspective everywhere 
lacking.

But as the water came up in the shaft 
the hunt for gold was continued on the 
surfaee, while other shafts were sunk 
to the depth of twenty and thirty feet. 
The residual earth near the ore beds and 
the sulphides found in the shallow 
Shafts whcih had decomposed were 
found to be extremely rich'in free gold. 
Many of these old excavations now par- 
tially filled ‘With earth are scattered 
about the spot where I now stand show- 
ing the outcroppings of the vein, One 
of these located near the river and a 
short distance from working shafts—it 
{is conspicuous for its large size—is said 
by old inhabitants here to have yielded 
the old-school miners more than fifty 
thousand pennyweights of gold. In those 
days—the days of the Franklins—sluice 
washing and rockers was the system ob- 
taining. However, the vein material was 
worked by a smal stamp mill, located 
right where the present mills are now 
standing. So primitive was the science 
of mining in those days that only the 
greater part of the gold in the residual 
earth and the decomposed quartz veins 
was saved. No attempt Was made to 
extract the gold from the sulphides, these 
being tossed upon the Gump as worth- 
less, Only to be picked up a half century 
later by the present owners and made 
to give up a fortune or two. 

Abandoned During the War. 

During the war between the states the 
mines fell practically into idleness. A 
few men, however, continued to work for 
the yollow stuff under a contract with 
the son of WidoW Franklin, who fel] heir 
to the property upon the death of his 
mother. One of those who remained at 
the mines was a Soot, who had _ been 
drawn to Cherokee from his old home. 
{t was McDonald who ran dpwn the sec- 
ond shaft—it bears his name today—from 
which he extracted great quantities of 
paying dirt and quartz. 

But with the close of the war new ac- 
tors came upon the scene and the min- 
ing work was resumed with energy. 
Three companfes followed each other in 
trying to wrench from the earth the 
fabulous fortunes therein hidden, but 
each in turn encourttered the same in- 
surmountable difficulty—the separation

Roads Have So Far Little Specific Evidence in Ef- 
| fort to Show Cost of Handling 
Local Freight. 


DIFFERENT SPECIMESS OF 


HAT there is going to be a long 
T drawn out fight as the result of 
the efforts of the railroad commis- 
Sion to bring about reductions in freight 
fates within the state by the system of 
reclassification upon which it has been 
at work for some months, is apparent 
from the activity of the railroads in op- 
posing these efforts in the United States 
courts. 

The contest which the railroads are 
making is based upon the claim that 
there is comparatively little return from 
intra-state business sometimes none at 
all, and that, therefore, any reduction in 
their domestic rates, would amount to 
confiscation. They have reversed the 
position which the ralflroads of the coun- 


try formerly held to, and now claim that | 


the exmense of handling domestic busi- 
ness is far greater than that of handling 
irteretate traffic, and that their princi- 
pal source of revenue is in the latter. 

It was the inquiry into this particular 
Phase of the question—the relative cost 
of handling state and interstate traffic — 
which was submitted by Judge W. T. 
Newnan to Special! Master George L. 
Beil, and wpon which the hearing before 
him has been in progress this week. 
‘A mass of technical evidence was sub- 
mitted at that hearing, which evidently 
cost much time and labor to prepare, and 
yet there was not one plece of definite 
and positive testimony presented to show 
just how much it costs to handle inter- 
state traffic as compared with that wholly 
within state lines. There was submitted 
considerable general testimony going to 
show the higher cost of domestic traffic, 
@uch ag the fact that it has to be han- 
dled principally in the day time because 
of the extra exnense that would be in- 
vdlved in keeping double depot forces; 
that more frequent stops are nevessary; 
that the train crews move shorter dis- 
tances, and that there are other expenses

until after the Alaska-Yukon-Pacific ex- 
pesitaz in i909. As the collection is 
worth a couple or *sousafd dollars, and 
as he is conmmantlL adding to it, he did 
not dare to aw it out of his possession 
until the opening of the exposition. 

There are in all some two thousand 
different specimens of natural flora in 
Yukon and Alaska, according to thig col- 
lector. Owing to a unique state of af- 
fairs, however, jit will take some time [to 
obtain the five hundred odd that Ger- 
vais still lacks. There are many seeds 
that lie dormant in Yukon for years, and 
only appear when some peculiar condi.uon 
arises. A particularly dry spring, an 
extra wet spring, a warm spring, a wet 
summer, a late autumn, all these condi- 
tiong may bring and develop from the 
ground seeds whose presence are entirely 
unsuspected. For instance, in the Sum- 
mer of 1905, which was a particularly 
good one for all growth in the north, 
dozens of plants and shrubs that were 
never before met with in Yukon sprung 
wp in abundance and floumished In many 
different parts of the country. The fol- 
lowing year, just as in the summer pre- 
ceding 1905, these plants were entirely 
absent from the flofa of the country. 
Thus, it will be seen, the collecting of 
plant life in the north presents condi- 
tiong not found elsewhere, and involves 
time and patience as well as a great 
special aptitude. 

Keep Picture in Mind. 

‘T am not,” said Gervais, ‘‘éducated as 
a botanist. I took this up as a pastime. 
I go away sometimes for three weeks at 
a time on a prospecting trip. Often I 
am not able to take a horse, a boat, or 
any conveyance with me. On these oc- 


casions I have to keep in mind a picture | 


of each of the fifteen hundred gpecimens 
I have, and whenever I see a plant that 
seems new I pluck it and bring it back 
to the cabin. I often have difficulty in 
éarrving around in the rough places that 
@ prospector’s life naturally leads him, 
these specimens without damaging them. 
But I find that my memory can be de- 
pended upon, for it is very rarely that I 
pick a plant thinking it lg a new one, 
only to find that already I have a speci- 
men. 

“Il am told that there are only three 
men in America capable of classifying 
and giving a name to each get of the col- 
lection I have with me. One is Professor 
Macoun, at Ottawa, and the others are 
situated at Washington and St. Louis re- 
specively.

next one. There are thirteen different 
kinds of treeg in the north, a fact that 
ig somewhat surprising, eg a few hun- 
dred miles south one may find eight and 
ten times this number. But only the 
hardiest trees flourish in the north, 
whereas the flowers, which have Dut a 
summer life do nearly as well ag their 
cousins in the south. The flora of the 
northern etates is well represented north 
of fifty-three apd there are a few gaps 
in the roll call. 

A beautiful portion of Gervais’ exhibit 
is the different mosses. Some of the 
northern mosses 4re as fine as any fur. 
The tree moss, black and fine as sifk, the 
variegated reindeer mass and the cabin 
moss form as fine a contrast in color, 
texture and growth as anything in the 
north. 

The Wild Rhubarb. 

The wild rhubarb of Alaska is propably 
larger than any grown outside. It hag 
been suggested that some Burbank mignt 
take the Yukon and Alaskan specimens 
and cultivate them and form a new spe~ 
cle for the garden. The wild hay of Yu- 
kon, too, is unsurpassed. There is also 
a special clover which the writer has not 
met with elsewhere. It is a shorter, 
finer stern. The flower is fully as big 48 
the largest white clover, and animals 
seem to thrive on it as on the best pas- 
ture of the eouth. Indeed, three of the 
White Pass horses which in 1898 wént 
astray Were captured three years later, 


having spent three winters outside with- 
out any shelter and were in better con- 
dition than the gtock that had “spent that 
time in the stables. On the other hand 
some stock that the writer knew of was 
left outside during the winter of 1905 
and was never seen again. It was gen- 
erally supposed, however, that the lean 
and hungry wolf packs of the spring had 
rore to do with their disappearance than 
the lack of food. 

Perhaps from a utilitarian standpoint 
the most {nteresting of the Gervais col- 
lection is a card containing some splen- 
did heads of fully ripened wheat, oats, 
barley and, in fact, all the cereals that 
men consume. As the great freight 
Stages tore along the five hundred miles 
trail, the cereals occasionaliy ran out of 
the bags ir which they were fastened. 
When summer came they would ¢pring 
up tall and glorious. In the absence of 
@ny specific data, Getvais assumes from 
these specimens that wheat will grow 
along the upper Yukon. And ag wheat is 
the most delicate of all the cereals, one

" they could not be more emphasized than in the current reports from church 
si conventions; Presbyterian at Birmingham, Baptist at Richmond, and others, 


at which committees from the negro churches conferred freely with the 
whites of these several church gatherings—as they have always done—on mat- 
ters pertaining to the moral uplifting and civic advancement of the race. 
And so we find high and prominent indorsement of the conference idea as 
one of the best methods of reaching mutual understanding, of inculcating those 
moral and religious sentiments which command respect for law and strengthen 
the bulwarks of all society. ; 

Is this the attitude through which we may indulge the greatest hope for 
peace and order and contentment? 

If the view of Congressman Edwards is correct, then that of Bishop Can- 
dler, ex-Governor Northen, Bishop Nelson, of Methodists, Baptists, Presbyte- 
rians and Episcopalians is incontrovertibly wrong. 

If Bishop Candler and those occupying similar attitude are right, then 
there can be no question as to the error of Congressman Edwards’s position. 
However conscientiously both may be held, when we come to count results, 
these antipodal views cannot both be correct; one must inevitably fail. 

Both of these two contentions stand exactly alike on the one proposition 
that there shall never be anything like social equality between the races— 
the one side is just as earnest as the other in that determination. oe: 

But in otherwise dealing with the problem there is a distinct difference 
in the two lines of thought controlling public sentiment—one leading in one 
direction, the other directly opposite. 

One of these ways is the right way. One of them must be chosen and 
pursued with the determination to achieve the results hoped for and prom- 


ised.

TURNING ON THE SEARCHLIGHT. 


it is a noteworthy and gratifying sign of the times that the so-called 
and self-styled friends of the negro, political and otherwise, are learning some 
things about the general conditions surrounding the race calculated to mod- 
ify the extreme and radical views which they have heretofore held. 

A case in point has been carried in the dispatches relating to the recent 
meeting of the general assembly of the Northern Presbyterian church, 
at Columbus, Ohio. In making the report of the board of missions for freed- 
men, Dr. Wilson, of Pittsburg, a well-known friend of the negro, practically 
admitted that a mistake was made in 1865 in giving to the negro unrestricted 
citizenship and the right of suffrage. He took the position, in effect, that 
the negro should first have been required to become educated, and thus grow 
up in the enjoyment of the rights of citizenship. 

While many northerners are turning more strongly to this view, it must, 
nevertheless, be admitted they are stil] far from the attitude which would 
incline them to undo that wong, or even to modify the pernicious amendment 
from which the negro has reaped only a harvest of rac‘al misery. 

Notwithstanding the absence of inclination to repair the admitted wrong. 
the fact that there is some semblance of seeking for true conditions as the 
basis for revised opinion-is a healthy sign. Misdirected northern opinion is 
learning things from the disclosures of the searchlight that has been turned 
on the situation, and is beginning to realize that it must deal with conditions 
as it finds them, and not try to create conditions which are impossible, in- 
applicable and productive of more harm than good. 

Conditions confronting the negro in the north today merit more the 
attention of his friends, so-called, than any with which he has to contend upon 
the soil of his southern home. Here may be found the negro carpenter, 
mason and laborer, skilled and unskilled, working side by side with the 
white laborer upon the same building or construction work of any sort. 
But in New York and other cities of the north fhere is no place for any but 
the unskilled laborer, unless he secure employment from one of his own race. 
Property adjoining that occupied by negroes, or in the same block with it, 
cannot be rented to white persons, a result of which has been the organiza- 
tion of a negro corporation, which has declared gigantic dividends by trading 
in property from which white tenants have thus been driven. Nobody has 
ever yet located a racial prejudice in the south that could. be thus capital- 
ized into a money-making concern. 

It is here in the south, where he is at home, that the real friends of 
the negro are found, and incidents like the speech of Dr. Wilson, of Pitts- 
burg, indicate that there is a growing realization of this fact among those 
who have heretofore been too ready to prescribe a remedy without having 
diagnosed the case. : 

When there is a genera] spreading and permeation of the spirit mani- 
fested by Dr. Wilson end others, who have recently watched the play of the 
searchlight, an understanding will have been reached which will, perhaps, 
aid rather than retard the progress toward race problem solution..

SANITY ON PLEAS OF INSANITY. 


If the courts of the other commonwealths follow the lead of Washington 
State with regard to pleas of insanity in criminal cases, we may logically 
hope for a diminution of the thoughtless hysteria now playing so mischiev- 
ous @ part in defeating the ends of justice in America. 

Chester Thompson, a nephew of the late Maurice Thompson, was on 


} trial for a murder committed in cold blood. Since he came of an influential 


family, unusual pressure was brought to bear in his behalf and every device 
known to the ingenuity of the criminal lawyer was given free play. The 
plea was insanity. - 

The jury returned a verdict of acquittal and the jubilant friends of the 
accused looked confidently toward seeing him return to his place in society 
without let or hindrance. 

But the presiding judge had different ideas. He could not set aside the 
finding which saved the defendant from the gallows: but he promptly or 
dered him to jail, not even giving him the dubious alternative of commit- 
ment to an asylum. What is more gratifying, it appears that he has ample 
warrant in law for pursuing such a course. 

Nineteen-twentieths of the pleas of insanity—whether emotional, para- 
noiac, or of the faddist “brain-storm” veriecy—arise in desperate expediency. 
Given sufficient expert testimony to befuddle the minds of the lay jurymen, 
and a broad construction of the statutes covering a reasonable doubt, the 
accused is fairly sure of escape. At the worst, he is let off with a short 
term in a sanitarium, where he is given great freedom and every opportunity 
to regain the “mental poise” temporarily unhinged for the purpose of evad- 
ing the law. 

With the subsidence of morbid popular interest in the case, people re- 
turn to their sane judgments, only to discover that they have been hood- 
winked. They are ready as ever to be gulled again, however, the next time 
circumstances ere skilifully arranged with that end in view. 

What is needed is the stern, unflinching interposjtion of a judge with 
sufficient backbone to resist the popular clamor of the moment, his power 
supported and hedged by such legal restrictions as shal] insure its exertion 


within legitimate channels.

But yesterday in a Georgia court a white woman was convicted of the 
murder of a man, and sentenced to life imprisonment in the penitentiary. 
We are not familiar with the details of the testimony upon which the ver- 


dict was based, but the natural presumption is that the jury did its duty, 


and returned its finding in accordance with the evidence presented. 

There have been numerous cases in the recent past in which guilt was 
undoubtedly as clearly established as in the case of this woman; many 
whose details surpassed it in horror, proceeding beyond question from more 
abandoned and malignant heart, and yet the criminals have, through loose 
administration of the law or its technicality, escaped the merited punish- 
ment of their deeds. 

Whei the courts can send a white woman to life servitude for a shot 
fired in anger, no doubt, and yet, perhaps, without heart-intent to kill, what 
excuse can there be for restoring freedom to the wanton and malignant mur- 
derer who goes forth with weapon concealed, assassin-like, in determined 
search for his game? 

It begins to appear that Georgia courts and Georgia juries are realizing 
that there is none, and that society shall be given that measure of protec- 
tion which laws and courts were made to conserve. And with this reall- 
zation on the part of trial courts, let there be an end of the technicality 
which has too often provided loopholes of escape from the just punishment 


that has been pronounced. 
Let’s have a real reign of law and a public sentiment that will make it 


permanent.

the public, and that he would yield to 


enough to. be shattered by the evi- 
dence of eye-witnesses or the verdict 
of official courts of inquiry, conducted 
with unimpeachable impartiality.

When it once becomes certain that 
no railroad stock or bond can be is- 
sued without the consent of the gov- 
ernment, and that every dollar which 
arises from their sale shall be legiti- 
mately invested in the property, .and 
that no interstate railroad can buy 4 
dollar in the stock of any railroad 
without the consent of the govern- 
ment, railroad securities will be much 
more likely to assume their proper 
place in public confidence.” 

The president’s policy and Mr. 
Prouty’s particularizing are condensed 


annua] message of Mr. Roosevelt to 


congress: 

“The best way to avert the undesira- 
ble move for governmental ownership of 
railroads is to secure by the government, 
in behalf of the people as a whole, such 
adequate control and regulation of the 
great interstate common carriers as will 
do away with the evils which give rise 
to agitation against them.” 

The summary and the detail coin- 
cide with a nicety and imply an ob- 
vious fairness which should go far to- 
ward obliterating lack of confidence 
on part of both the railways and the 
public.

Assuming that Mr. Prouty speaks 
with the sanction of the president, 
there is no incompatibility between 
the procedure set forth and fairness 
and sound business principles.

A study of the facts compels the 
Statement that in the case of many na- 
tive converts these objectionable Chinese 
characteristics have been eliminated, 
showing that Christianity really has the 
power to make over the people.

While it is true, as the oldest living 
missionary to the Chinese said to me 
recently, that ‘‘There are more heathens 
in China today than there were when 
Robem Morrison began work a hundred 
years ago,’ owing to the increase in 
population, yet there is also a body of 
native Christians whose faith is ineradi- 
cable. The Boxer movement convinced 
China that Christianity among her peo- 
ple is here to stay and cannot be stamp- 
ed out. Thege native Christians are for 
the most part sincere and steadfast. Sub-

Many of the. alumni are prominent in 
national politics. A late leader of the 
minority in the United States house of 
representatives is a Sewanee man. A re- 


cent addition to the honors received by, 


Sewanee men was the’appeintment to the 
diplomatic service of a recent graduate. 
Dr. William C. Gorgas, who won 4dis- 
tinction in his fight with tropical dis- 
eases ang in his scientific investigation 
of vellow fever. took his B. A. degree at 
Sewanee in !875. 

To the ¢ause of the extension of ed- 
ucation, Sewanee has contributed largely 
of her men. The vice chancellor of the 
University of the South and ten of her 
faculty are alumni. An alumnws fs dean 
of the academic faculty of the University 
of Virginia, while alumni are professors 
in the Universities of Alabama, Mis- 
sourt and South Carolina. Sewanee 
alumni are represented in the army and 
navy of the United States and have won 
distinction therein. A number of Sewaneé 
men are high officials on the, varioud 
railroads of the country. Large numbers 
are successful in business. Several ars 
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engaged in the practice of the art of 
@fchitecture dnd several follow’ the 
afaphte arts, while Sewanee’s claim to 
etand for training in classical ang Ht- 
erary culture is justified by the large 
flumber of ‘alumni whd have attained 
té pfrominenée in journalism and litera-

Leatider in Athleéties. 


No historical sketch of Sewariee would 
be contplete without somé mention of 
her athletic prowess. Sewanéé's athietic 
history begins in 1869, the. year after 
the University ef the South, throvgh 
thé efforts of Bishop Quintard, became 
a fact. For about twenty years theré- 
after the student body of the university 
was divided into two factions, the Har- 
deés and the Séewanees. 

tn 1877 a silver cup was offered to the 
winner of a series of games between 
Sewanee ang Variderbilt university. Se- 
Wanee won the gatnes ih that and the 
following year. In 1882 games were re- 
newed with Vanderbilt and Sewanee won 
in 1868, 1886, 1887 and 1889, In 1892 
the ufivérsity formally entered the Hste 
of southern college athletics and Wob that 
vear &ix out of the eleven games played. 
From that time to this her record, has 
been #60 wins and 94 losses. 

Football was first played at Sewanee 
in 1@9!, ahd the team organized that 
year won one of the three games played. 
In stbsequent years Sewanee feams have 
won 73 gaméaé afd 168f 360. 

In the movement for the establishmeft

Assotiation, Sewanee was a pfime 
movér, and has been an infittential mem-< 
der of the association efer sinte.

ONDON, May 25.—‘Shall we = ever 
see a wholly satisfactory play on 
Thus. queried W. L. Courtney, one of the 
best Known English dramatic critics, yes- 


terday, in a course of a criticism of«Percy- 


Mackaye's “Jeahne d’ Arc,” produced by 
BH. H. Sothern and Julia Marlowe at the 
London Waldorf. Unlike some of his 
colleagues, Mr. Courtney finds the. Amer- 
ican piece a “fine poetic piece of work,” 
but he is not quite satisfied with the 
playwright’s conception of the heroine 
and remarks, “Perhaps we shall pluck 
the heart out of La Pucelle’s. mystery 
later on when we sée the other dramatic 
presentments of her story which are 
promised to us.’’ , 

Certain it is that Londoners should be 
well “up’’ on the Maid of Orleans be- 
fore the present season is over, for those 
“other presentments’’ of which Mr. 
Courtney speaks already number three, 
and no one can tell how many more 
‘Joan of Arc’”’ plays there may be ghould 
the thing become epidemic. Nor is any- 
thing more likely, for runs of this sort 
upon a given subject are of frequent oc- 
currence in London. Witnesg the many 
“Musketeers” of a few geasons ago, the 
numberless ‘‘Nell Gwynns” of season be- 
fore last, and the horde of “Hamlets” of 
last season.

Money Made in Russia. 


He was born in St. Petersbure. His 
father, William Louis Winans, and his 
uncle Thomas Winans, rich railway con- 
tractors from Baltimore, made a. huge 
fortune building railways for the Rus- 
sian government. The story goes that 
the Russian engineers angered the czar 
by théir confused plans for a railway 
from St. Petersburg to Moscow. At last, 
taking a rule, he markeq on the map a 
straight line between the two cities, and 
Said that was the line the railway would 


(have to follow. The route thus arbitra- 
|rily chosen involved such tremendous 
physical difficulties that suo one covld 
be found to ugdertake the task until the 
Winans brothers appeared on the scene, 
and offered to take the contract for the 
railway at fancy figure. 

“Give it to the audacious Americans,” 
Said the czar, at the same time stipulat- 
ing for heavy penalties if they failed to 


complete*sthe work in a specified time. 
But they didn’t fail, ang they clearea no- 
body knows how many million dollars 
between them before they left Russia. 
Both brothers had a nervous dread of 
the sea. While Thomas took his cour- 
age in both hands and returned to amer- 
fca, William settled in England. His son 
Walter was then !8 years old, and had 
been educated in St, Petersburg. The 
father diq not believe in Piling up more 


money when he had made enough. He 
devoted himself to the invention of a 
cigar-shaped ship to safeguard himself 
against seasickness, it is said, on his re- 
turn voyage to America. The ship was 
not a success, and the voyage was never 
made. Mr. Winans, senior, died in Lon- 
don in 1697. His widow survived him 
until 1905. Both his parents were deli- 
cate, Mr. Winans told me, and it was 
die to their wish that he should remain 
with them, as well as his own sense of 
filial duty, that he did not take wp his 
residence in America long years ago. 
The attraction of the land he has never 
seen must be strong indeed to induce him 
to give up GSurrenden Park, the beauti- 
ful country seat which has been his home 
for many years. Situated near ‘the quaint 
old village of Pluckley, tn Kent, the 
gasden of England, as it is not unjustly 
called in the guide book, it is one of 
those places which require centuries for 
the making, and no amount of money can 
create, off hand, in the new world.

Put his favorite sport is wild deer shoot- 
ing. He has just returned from an exp>- 
dition in pursuit 6f that game when I 
saw him. 

“That is the sport,” he said, “to test 
one’s nerve and try one’s skill. The 
prize-winners at the shooting competi- 


tions at Bisley would not stang much 
chance, as a rule, at that kind of shoot- 
ing. There is no lying down to take 2 
pot shot at a long distance. You must 
fire at your boar with the glance of an 
eye, one shot as you catch sight of him,

world who, without capital, makes 
nearly two thousand a week by purely 
manual exertion. The highest salary 
paid to anyone in Europe is probably 
the $75,000 a year which is the nominal 
income of the archpishop of Canter- 
bury. Of course, very little of this 
can by any possibility reach the arch- 
bishop’s private purse. His expenses 
are enormous. 

The larest salaries from a business 
point of view are paid in America. 
They say that H. H. Rogers draws a 
hundred thousand dollars a year for 
his services to the Amalgamated Cop- 
per Company. H,. O. Havemeyer is re- 
puted to receive a similar sum for 
looking after the American Sugar Re- 
fining Company, and C. A. Coffin cer- 
tainly gets $75,000 for being president 
of. the Genéral Electric Company. 

One of the biggest life insurance 
companies in New York used to pay its 
president $150,000 a year. There are 
also three American railway presidents 
who draw’$75,000 a year. One of them 
is James J, Hill, of the Great Northern, 
the gentleman who, in opposition to 
Mr. Harriman, has recently been help- 
ing to turn the American stock market 
upside down and inside out. 

In the diplomatic world there are a 
few plums. The lord chancellor, with 
his $50,000 a year, has the pick of the 
basket, but one ambassador to France 
runs hirh close. He is paid yearly and 
receives certain allowances into the 
bargain. 

A writer who tickles the popular 
taste makes an income-exceeding even 
that of a lord chancellor. It is com- 
conly reputed that Mr. Hall Caine’s 
receipts are well over twelve thousand 
a year. Probably those of Miss Corelli 
touch a similar figure. Sucessful play- 
wrights have reaped enormous returns. 
No one exactly knows what Mr. Gilbert 
has made out of the Savoy series and 
their many revivals, but certainly his 
income must have run into five 
figures. 

Lecturing pays even better than 
writing. H. M, Stanley once made $1 10,- 
000, in ten weeks during an Ameri- 
can tour, and “Ian Maclaren” $60,000 
in six weeks. But these are, of course, 
not rates which could be kept up for 
a year, let alone a lifetime. : 

One is apt to fancy that great sing- 
ers make more money than any other 


public performers. Certainly Patti 
had $5,000 apiece for a series of sixty 
concerts so lately as i903, -Melba 
charges $1,260 for singing a couple of 
songs at an evening party, and Clara 
Butt does nething under $500. Yet, 
considering the risks of a voice, the 
huge expenses of a prima donna, and 
the fact that opera seasons are not 
continuous, the clear profits are not 
so big as imagined. 

There are music-hall artists who 
have run great singers very close. In 
1904 Miss Vesta Tilley was offered 
$2,500 a week to perform in Chicago, 
and a year later that dainty little lady, 
Miss Cissy Loftus, signed a contract 
to appear twice a day at each of Proc- 
tor’s two theaters. For thig her sal- 
ary was to be $63,000 a week, or a rate 
of considerably over $150,000 a year. 

Fregoli holds the money-making rec- 
ord of the music-hall -stage. Taking 
a portion of the receipts, he netted in 
Paris for sixty-seven performances 
$120,000. The first. of these perform- 
ances was on January 20, 1900, and the 
last on May 2 At this rate he was 
coining money at the rate of about 
$400,000 a year, a performance certain- 
ly unparalleled by any living artist, in 
spite of the enormous salagies that 
American managers have offered to 
British “turns” lately. 

Mrs. McCarthy, who manages the 
dressmaking department in a mam- 
moth Chicago store, gets $/0,000 a 
year and a commission on sales, which 
probably runs to another thousand. 
Miss Ada C. Sweet and Miss Ellen Mar- 
tin are other American women who 
draw $10,000 a year as managers.

My old friend’s contemptuous refer- 
ence to the duma represents to a con- 
siderable extent the general opinion of.

While fighting for free speech and free 
institutions they refuse to admit that 
such blessings are even possible un- 
der the aegis of bureaucracy, and they 
regard the body of men at the Taurida 
Palace, who are allowed for the pres- 
ent to say what they think within cer- 
tain limits, as a “dummy” behind 
which Stolypin is endeavoring to con- 
ceal the lean and haggard features of 
true Russia from the European finan- 
ciers. 

Thus, though they have not boycotted 
the secona duma as they did the first, 
contributing indeed the whole left 
wing of the chamber, the revolution- 
aries do not believe for a moment in 
what may be called the thin-end-of- 
the-wedge theory, held by the cadets 
(i. e, the constitutional democrats), 
who believe that the bureaucracy 
may, step by step, be forced from the 
field without any violent measures, 
and a constitutional regime substitut- 
ed in its place. 

I confess I find it difficult to under- 
stand how anyone with any knowlecage 
of history can profess to believe in 
Such an issue from the present chaos 
in Russia. “The method of modern his- 
tory,’ says Lord Acton, “has been the 
method of revolution,” and the most 
notoriously misgoverned country of 
modern history is not likely to escape 
the fate of Stuart England and of 
Bourbon France.

Royal Child—Anna Monica Pia, Duch- | 
ess of Saxony,” is the title of a re- 
markeble book which is about to be 
published in Dresden, and which gives 
intimate detelis of the life and char- 
acter of the Countess Montignoso, the 
divorced wife of the king of Saxony, 
who is living in exile at Florence. The 
book is written in the form of a diary 
kept by a certain Frau Ida Kremer, 
who was dispatched to Florence last 
@utumn by the Saxon court to remain 
four weeks with the countess and her 
daughter, the baby Princess Monica 
Pia, and then to bring the child back 
to Dresden. The child’s mother hav- 
ing refused to part with her so soon, 
Frau Kremer continued a member of 
the countess’ household as governess 
until “December, and during that time 
was made the recipient of many of her 
confidences. 

Frau Kremer depicts the countess 
as an hysterical, whimsical person, 
without any fixity of purpose, and ac- 
tuated—as in the case of her flight 
with the Belgian tutor Giron from the 
Saxon court in 1902—wholly by the im- 
pulses of the moment. The baby prin- 
cess is described as an incorrigible 
cnild, “who has to be tickled to sleep, 
and has a strange passion for the smell 
of benzine.” The countess’ love for 
her child is declared to be fictitious. 
The countess continues to wear her 
wedding ring, and refers to the king 
of Saxony as her husband. She con- 
stantly expresses her confidence thet 
a reconciliation will yet come, and told 
Frau Kremer repeatedly that if she 
could only get the king alone—away 
from his intriguing entourage—she 
would “know how to win him back.” 
She asked the governess, “some day 
when she was back in Dresden with 
the child,” to contrive to get the king 
alone in the park, when the countess 
would steal up and surprise him and 
hold a conversation which would soon 
right matters. 

Frau Kremer tells of seeing on the 
countess’ bedroom table what appeared 
to be a Bible, but which proved to be 
a copy of Goethe's “Faust.” .sahe coun- 
tess confessed that she had sewn 
“Faust”. in a Bible cover to avoid en- 
nui at mass during her exile with the.

Each train will then have its 
concert room with its orchestra, its 
promenade, its smoking room, its bath 
rooms, sitting rooms,—in fact, every com- 
fort and convenience we now find At 
home, for I look for the construction, 
as a complement to the introduction of 
my invention, of much larger cars than 
are now the rule on our railroads. For 
instance, I have drawn plans for.a pas- 
senger car one hundred feet in length 
and twenty feet wide and I dg not con- 
sider that an excessive estimate of the 
size of the railway coach of the near 
future. Of course we are limited in 
this country as well as in other thickly 
settleg countries, as to the size of our 
coaches, because any increase in size, 
particularly width, would involve a cor- 
plete reconstruction of the entire rail- 
way systems. But it is not here 
that I look for the great field for my 
new invention. It is in India, in Africa, 
in Canada and even in parts of the 
United States, where there are almost 
unlimited fields for railroad expansion. 

‘That a much greater width of car 
than now obtains is possible with my 
invention I have clearly demonstrated 
with my model car. It is built to one- 
eighth scale and full size would be forty 
feet long and twelve feet wide. Rail- 
way traveling will then become one of 
the luxuries of life instead of one of 
the inflictions. There will be no lateral 
motion to the train and no thud as the 
wheels of the cars pass over the joints 
of the track. 

200 Miles an Hour. 

“J predict a speed of at least tw®% 
hundred miles an hour, a saVing in the 
wear and tear on the rolling stock, econ- 
omy in the cost of construction and 
maintenance. The latter feature may 
be small in amount but as I am giving 
you increased comfort and greater speed, 
I perhaps may be excused if I do not 
effect a very great saving in the ex- 
pense. That has not been one of my 
objects but I believe it is one of the 
inevitable consequences. 

_“There is no Iimit that I know of—ex- 
cepting the size of the cars—to the cars- 
rying capacity of the cars.

Rapid Track Laying. 

The eagerness of the British war of- 
fice will perhaps be understood when 
it is pointed out that a track for Mr. 
Brennan’s car can be laid at the. rate 
of twenty miles per day, thus enabling 
an army to keep in railroad commu- 
nication with its base of supplies through 
a whole campaign, 
(ance. Practically no roadbed is nec- 
essary for the railway, so marvelous is 
the adaptability of these cars f tre 
conditions. of the ground over’ which 
they travel.

Application of Familiar Principle. 
Mr. Brennan's invention, as he explair- 
ed it to me, consists in a new méeans 
of applying the familiar scientific princi- 
ple of gyrostatic action. That the spin- 
ning of the gyifscope would enable 
bodies to maintain an upright position 
was already known, and so also was the 
second or precessiona!l -movement, which 
operates against permanent stability by 
shifting the center of gravity. Mr. 
Brennan reasoned that if this adverse 
influence covld be neutralized enduring 
stability would be insured, and his in- 
vention was accordingly based on such 
automatic acceleration of the precessionai 
movers a would prevent its inter- 
ference with equilibrium, But, even so, 
some lateral movement remained, and this 
was effectively dealt with by the simpie 
process of using two gyroscopes spin- 
nine in opposite directions, so that aar 
movement in one would be compensated 
by the other. The gyroscopes work 
in a vacuum, on a plane te opposition to 
that of the plane of the wheel, and only 
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a fraction of the motive power of the 
vehicle is needed to keep them revolv- 
ing.

Inventea’ Famous Torpedo.

$550,000, more than four times as muh 
as was ever before paid by any govern- 
ment for an invention. So fearful have 
the English authorities been since thai 
the secret for which they paid so heavi'y 
and which they beliéve will be so valu- 
able to them in case of hostilities, that

Great and successful 
propaganda work has been done 
among the privates, and every yearly 
importation of recruits* increases the 
number of those in the ranks who 
sympathize with the revolution. 

Sympathy is one thing, however, and 
action is another; and without. officers 
to lead them: the common soldiers are 
not likely to take action. During the 
past two years, indeed, there have 
been several mutinies of entire regi- 
ments in various parts of the empire, 
but they were invariably quieted, not 
by any superior force, but by the mere 
assertion of discipline by the officers, 
who relied entirely upon the ingrained 
habits of obedience in the men. 

Among the officers themselves, I am 
informed, a very small 
have been touched by the revolution- 
ary spirit. 

In spite of this, if there occurred a 
rising this year among the peasantry, 
the government might have an ex- 
tremely disagreeable time of it. 

A Symbol of Disaster. 


In a country of immense distances, 
like Russia, the command of the rail- 
way system is of the utmost strateg- 
ical importance. All the railway em- 
ployees in Russia are revolutionary, 
and at the first sign of any general 
rising of peasantry there would be a 
railway strike all over the country. 
This would not entirely paralyze the 
“punitive expeditions’ sent against 
the rebels, as the military would work 
the trains themselves. But a little or- 
ganization among the peasants liv- 
ing along the line might do much by 
way of removing the rails ana the 
sleepers, while it would not be impos- 
sible for the engineers to render their 
locomotives temporarily unfit for use 
before declaring the strike. These and 
many other schemes have been and 
are being discussed in the revolution- 
ary camp. 

Among others I have heard of a pro- 
ject for letting loose trains full of 
stones to meet the military trains. In 
this hemisphere at least we have not 
yet experimented in civil war with 
the aid of modern mechanical appli- 
ances, That picture of two trains rush- 
ing together at full ed may serve 
as a‘symbol of what it will be like.

| ONDON, May 25.—How soon shall 


we hear of an American poet 

arfanging for the construction 
of his own tomb? With European 
versifiers the idea of having one’s 
mausoleum all ready seems to be 
catching on, for the example which 
‘Frederic Mistral set a few months ago 
was promptly followed by a parish 
poet, and now Gabriel d’Annunzio has 
commissioned a, superb sepulchre for 
his own use from Castelluci, the re- 
nowned Florentine architect, Mistral’s 
tomb, which is now nearly finishec, is 
of white marble and a copy of the fa- 
mous “pavillion de la Reine Jeanne’ 
at Baux, Provenc®. D’Annunzio’s mau- 
soleum will likewise be of marble, will 
be Byzantine in style and will be built 
at the mouth of the Pescare, the river 
in d@’Annunzio’s native country of the 
Abruzzi, which he has described in 
several of his books. -Evidently it will 
be most striking, which is fitting 
enough, for, as Mistral remarked when 
some one twitted him about his hobby, 
“After all, the tomb is the house we 
live Jongest in; we should have it as 
beautiful as possible.” 

Unfortunately, the author of “The 
Triumph of Death” is not taken as se- 
riously in Italy as is Mistral in France, 
and when some of d’Annunzfo's ene- 
mies in Florence heard of his latest 
whim, they sent him this caustic tele- 
gram, “Adorable poet!

Our Voices Deepena.

The primitive inhabitants of Europe 
were all tenors; their descendants of 
the present tme are baritones, and fu- 
ture generations will have semi-bass 
voices.

ONDON, May 25.—Hall Catne’s 
active and energetic son, Ralph, 
is going into the publishing 
business on his own account and on 
a large scale, and has already cap- 
tured several big authors who are 
going to let him bring out their 
books at .low prices. The young man 
was until lately in charge of the book 
publishing branch of The Amalgamat- 
ed Press, that is to say, the sixpenny 
books published by the Harmsworths. 
The English publishers of the six shil- 
ling novel—which is equivalent of 
the $1.50 novel—have only just begun 
to discover that Harmsworth, Newnes 
and Pearson—each of whom publishes 
big London dailies, and countless 
weeklies and monthlies—-have practi- 
cally cornered the market for the 
sixpenny rights of famous English 
novels, .and are going to put them 
out in such vast quantities that few 
henceforth will buy a six shilling 
book except the libraries. Practically 
every novelist in England who has 
attained a sale of, say, 10,000 coples 
of any one book in the last ten years 
has been captured by one or other of 
these publishers, or by the two or 
three other firms that are publishing 
cloth-bound books at sevenpence, and 
the sums paid over in the form of ad- 
vance royalties on these books in the 
last month or two have been pro- 
digious. 

As all these sixpenny novels are by 
famous authors, and as the publishers 
of six shilling novels are so much 
disturbed by the condition of affairs 
over here that they will scarcely look 
at any novel, except by an author of 
established reputation, for publication 
in six shilling form, there {s evi- 
dently a bad season ahead for the 
moderately successful author, and for 
the beginner. I heard a little group 
of experts discussing the subject the 
other day, and they agreed that as 


things were going, the position of the 
literary beginner would soon become 
exactly the same as that of the musi- 
cal beginner who, whatever his abili- 
ty may be, now expects to pay liber- 
ally for at least a year or two for 
the privilege of being heard in Lon- 
don. Hitherto the literary beginner 
in England has usually been able 
(providing he had real talent) to find 
a publisher without expense to him- 
self. But if sixpenny novels—which 
are practically the same as ten cent 
novels in America—are going to drive 
everything else out of the fleld, the 
beginner’s only chance, with rare and 
glittering exceptions, will be to pay 
out of his own pocket for publica- 
tion of his books, as the publishers 
estimate that at least 40,000 copies 
of a sixpenny book have to be sold 
before there is enough profit in it 
to make it worth while—and  ~»not 
more than one beginner in ten thous- 
and can count on any such sale 
in England. The case for the mod- = 
erately good author promises to be 
for with an an unknown 
author there is always the gambling 
chance of making a big hit. whereas 
with the author who has been writ- 
ing for years books that sell a 
thousand copies or so, there is no hope 
of a big’ hit. 

Already the fairly . good English 
author has lost his American market. 
There used to be a sale in America 
for English novelists of established 
reputation whose books had a circu- 
lation of more than 5,000 coples, but 
the American publishers who come 
over here in droves every spring to 
pick up good things will no longer 
look at anything that is not expected 
to make a big hit. They are spend- 
ing more money than ever on the big 
English author, but are economizinge 
on-the little author. The situation 
reminds one of the Bible verse: .

The house thief is as frequent and as 
problematical a contingency in Japan as 
the pickpocket, and much more to be 
dreaded, for he is always armed and will 
brook no interference. The number of 
people slain in this country from year 
to year by robbers is appalling; yet the 
matter ssems everywhere to be regard- 
ed with equanimity. These house plun- 
ders have eccentricities of a kind no 
less remarkable than the pocket hunt- 
ers.

IN THE AMBULANCE LINE 


IN LONDON 


Spectal Cable. 
ONDON, May 25.—In the matter of 


ambulance service the biggest city 
in the world is woefully behind the 
times—worse-equiped, in fact, than a 
third-rate American town. But London is 
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dondon’s Latest in the Am- 
Dbulance Line. 
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catching up, at least London thinks so. 
And the structure here illustrated is re-. 
garded by the modern Babylonians as 


proof of it. 
ter press, it is safe to say that no Ameri- 
can would ever guess what it is, Proba- 
bly ‘most df them would ‘take it for a 
dog kennel. It is the very latest thing 
‘london has devised in the ambulance 
line. It ig the new police ambulance 
shelter. which hag been installed outside 
St. Martin’s church, near the general 
postoffice, in the heart of London. 

Within is contained a stretcher on 
wheels. If an accident occurs in the 
vicinity in which some One is badly hurt 
he can be placed on the stretcher and 
trundled off to the nearest hospital. It 
is better than a wheelbarrow. In some 
respects it is even preferable to a cab, 
because the patient cannot be stretched 
out at full length in that vehicle. 

But the enterprise and progressive 
spirit to which it owes its creation is 
most cepspicuously shown In the small 
box with a glass front which is attach- 
ed to it. That contains the key which 
wnlocks the door. By breaking the 
glass, at the risk of cutting one’s fist, 
the key can be got at by any good 
Samaritan willing to lend a hand in 
transporting to a hospital some sufferer 
who is in need of prompt surgical at- 
tention. It saves the tite that might 
be lost in hunting up a policeman to 
open -the shelter or finding the house 
where the key was kept. The older po- 
lice ambulance shelters don’t have this 
device. Its adoption is, therefore, proof 
that John Bull is waking up. At the 
present rate of progress somewhere about 
the year 2,000 London may possibly 
have an ambulance service as efficient 
as that found in New York, Chicago, 


Philadelphia or any of the big American 
cities.

(50,000 OVSTERS 
~ ESCAPE TO SEA 


Shoreham Loses ffs Entire 
Supply of Oysters 


Special Cable. 

london, May 25.—Shoreham has sus- 
tained a double disaster—the bursting of 
the canal bank and the escape to sea 
of its entire supply Of oysters, com- 
puted at 150,000. 

These mishaps, following as they do 
on the partial collapse of the locks on 
April 16, have filled the townspeople 
with despair. The damage to the cafial 
bank can be repaired, but the scattered 
oysters are beyond recovery. 

The tragedy happened thus: It was 
considered advisable, with the present 
spring tides, to refluce the pressure 
against the lock gates by making an out- 
let in the canal bank. 

The force of the water was #0 great, 
however .that the bank burst, and the 
water, finding its way to sea, carried 
with it all the oysters from the beds. 

The vessels in the canal remain at a 
list when the tide is low, and the Brigh- 
ton town council fe deprived of its ser- 
vice of water -for tts condensing process 
at the main electricity power station.

Tall Stories. 


The “tall stories” of ancient giants: 


are worth repeating, as instances of the 
lengths to which human credulity will 
go. 

A certain M. Henrion, a savant of the 
last century, computed the height of 
Adam and Eve at 12! feet 9 inches and 
118 feet 9 inches, respectively (the 
precision as to the odd inches carries 
conviction!). The same authority gave 
Noah’s height as only 27 feet, and that 
of Moses as a paltry 13 feet. 

Og, king of Bashan, was said to be 
13 1-2 feet high. Pliny speaks of see- 
ing a giantess 10 feet 2 inches. The 
Emperor Maximilian was reputed to 
be 9 feet high, and to have eaten 40 
pounds of meat a day. 

Which is interesting, if false. Mach- 
now, however, we have with us, and 
we know him to be true. 

Also interesting is the physiological 
aspect of giants as compared with that 
of dwafts. Story-tellers have a habit 
of speaking of the deep, rumbling 
voices of giants, but as a matter of 
fact their voices are invariably weak, 
while those of dwafts are generally 
strong. Giants are usually of 
lymphatic temperament, delicate com- 
plexion, and flabby muscle, while 
dwats are often perfectly normal éx- 
cept in size. Giants are generally very 
short-lived, inert, feeble in body and 
mind. Dwarfs, on the other hand, are 
active and frascible. 

Among Barnum’s freaks it. was the 
dwafs who were the lions, ‘ tempera- 
mentally speaking, and the giants who 
were the lambs.

TO EX-EMPRESS 


Napoleonic Relics to Be Re- 
stored to Eugenie, 


First Civic Tribunal Decides Suit by 
Which Ex-Empress Eugenie Has 
Obtained Historic Articles. 
She Sought Restitution 
of Relics in 1579.

Paris, May 25.—An 
has just been decided by the first 
civil tribunal of the Seine, by which 
the ex-Empress Eugenie has qbtained 
the restitution of a number of histor- 
ical articles which belonged to Na- 
poleon I and to ber husband. 

In giving judgment, the court, after 
admitting that the claim was well- 
founded, made the somewhat curious 
confession that, as the objects had

Ipeen the private property of the im- 


perial family, and were no longer in- 
teresting from u historical point of 
view, they shouid be restored to the 
claimant. They consist chiefly of 
articles of bronze, of valuable vases, 
statues, art furniture, pictures, and 
tapestries. Some are at Fontainebleau, 
others at the Elysee, Compiegne, Ram- 
bouillet, Versailles, and the uvre. 
Among the articles which will now 
pass into the hands of the ex-empress 
are a book given to the first Napoleon 
by the pope, the hilt of a sword of 
honor offered to the conquerer on his 
return from Egypt, a collection of uni- 
forms, saddlery, pistols and swords, 
captured at the battle of the Pyramids, 
a state sword of Napoleon I, the bridle 
bit he used at Waterloo, his famous 
gray overcoat and famous hat, the tri- 
color cockade which he wore in his hat 
when he: bade cdieu to the imperial 
guard at Foncainebleau, the little 
wooden bench on which he often sat 
in his garden at St. Helena, and the 
cordon of the Order of the Holy Ghost 
worn by Louis XV 

The ex-empress sought restitution of 
these relics in 1879, but as all the rec- 
ords had been burnt when the Tuileries 
was destroyed bvv the communists in 
1871, the courts were then unable to

He fought the latter part of the bat- 
tle with determination, and the pun- 
ishment he inflicted proved beyond a 
doubt that the blow that won him the 
championship when he contested for 
it with the clever Jem Mace was not 
the fluke it was generally supposed 
to be. 

Heenan appeared to be deeply affect- 
ed by his defeat, and when King walk- 
ed into his corner to shake hands with 
him his attempt at a smile was as 
pitiable as could be imagined. That the 
better man won there can be no doubt; 
that Heenan had a fair field no one Can 
deny. He was well thought of, his 
showing was so good against Sayers 
that on his return to England he did 
not want for backers, as will be seen 
when it is’ remembered they put up 
such a large stake—$I0,000 a side to 
be fought for.

WILL USE COTTON BAGGING, 


Mississippi Farmers’ Union Is Mak- 
ing Good Headway. 


Jackson, Miss., May 25.—(Special.)— 
The Mississippi branch of the Farm- 
ers’ Union is making good headway 
with its plan to induce the farmers of 
the state to substitute cotton bagging 
for jute material during the autumn 
season. State Business Manager W. W. 
Welch is receiving pledges from all 
the county organjzations that cotton 
bagging will be exclusively used, ani 
these pledges are accompanied in many 
instances by actual orders for the ma- 
terial. 

The Farmers’ Union has arranged for 
the manufacture.of all the cotton bag- 
ging that will be needed, and the stato 
business agent figures it out that, re- 
gardless of how high the cotton crop 
may soar during the summer months, 
there will be no advance in the price 
of bagging, whicn will be delivered to 
the farmers at a price somewhat 
cheaper than that now charged for jute 
bagging. The Farmers’ Unign will be 
satisfied if 15 or 20 per cent of this 
year’s crop is put up In cotton bagging, 
but hopes to make its use universal 
within the next two or three years.

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PRESBYTERIANS DIFFER 
AS TO ACTION ON UNION 


Some Think Organic Union Close at Hand, Some 
Think It Farther Off Than Ever—The 


Famous 


Articles. 


By EDWARD YOUNG CLARKE, 

WIDE variance of opinion seems to 
A prevail amongst the Presbyterian 

ministry of Atlanta in regard to 
the real essence of the practical results 
which will accrue from the action of the 
Presbyterian general assembly of the 
@outhern church at Birmingham touching 
the federation or unlon of the two Pres- 
byterial bodies of America. 

There are some who express the belief 
that the action taken is absolutely a swre 
@nd certain preventive against possible 
organic union. They argue that all that 
is good in organic union will be obtained 
through federation, and that the bag 
features of union will be avoided, bu 
will nevertheless point them out an‘ 
serve as a warning against organic uniog 
and actually make it a practical] fmpossi- 
bility. 

On the other hand there are those who 
believe that federation will be but the 
first steps towards union. They argue 
that nothing on earth can prevent the 
@radual growing together of the forces 
of Presbyterianism, and that the closer 
they get the more they will love and 
edmire each other, and that this mutual 
love and admiration, wnich will be inten- 
sified by the closer relations resulting 
from federation, will make possible at 
mo very far distant date effectual and 
final organic union. 

Dr. Lingle Talks. 

Dr, W. L. Lingle, the pastor of the 
First Presbyterian church of this city, 
a@nd regarded as one of the strongest 
®Wresbyterian ministers in the southern 
church, is of the opinion that the action 
taken in no way affects the organic 
union proposition, ang he says he be- 
lieves union is twenty-five years off, if 
it ever comes. He says: 

“I do not believe that the action look- 
ing towards federation in any way af- 
fects the organic union proposition. I 
do not believe it will hasten it, nor da 
I believe that it will delay it. 

“A few years ago I thought that union 
Was coming, but I now believe it looks 
twenty-five years off, if it comes at all. 

“You are doubtless familiar with the 
facts in regard to the Cumberland 
church union with the Northern. About 
80,000 of this clwrch refused to go into 
the union, and a terrible breach has been 
the result. 

“J think this has served as a lesson 
to the southern church, and will 
strenethen them in their position. 

“Federation will bring about a little 
closer touch, and more unity of purpose, 
but organic union, if it ever comes, Is, I 
think, a long way off.” 

This expression from Dr. Lingle is re- 
garded as authoritative and representa- 
tive. as he is lookeq up to by thousands 
of Presbyterians, both in the ministry 
and in the church, It is a conservative 
statement, and shows that he does not 
consider the action looking towards fed- 
eration as a step in the direction of 
union, but rather as one ringing the 
bodies simply into a relation of friendli- 
ness, thus preventing friction in work 
where their labors touch and overlap. 

Dr. B. F. Guille Talks. 


Rev. B. F. Guille, the pastor of the 
Westminster Presbyterian church, who 
was until recently a member and min- 
ister of the Northern |. Presbyterian 
church, when seen by a Constitution 
representative expressed the belief 
that the action taken was a delaying 
of the movement looking towards ac- 
tual organic union. He expressed the 
opinion also that it was possible that 


| while 


the action taken for federation might 
prevent entirely any possible organic 
union. He said: 

“The action of the general assembly 
is very generally construed .as really 
delaying union, possibly obviating the 
necessity for the same. 

“This is the view I take of it, and 
I believe it is the view that is pretty 
generally accepted as truly represent- 
ing the situation. 

“It brings about closer relations and 
allows freer intercourse between the 
two bodies providing many of the 
advantages claimed fdr union, and 
keeps the two bodies distinct and sep- 
arate. 

“The vote being so close, I am sure 
those in favor of federation or union 
will not press for anything which will 
meet with serious opposition or dis- 
appointment from those of the mij- 
nority. 

“This is construed to be the mean- 
ing of the action recently taken.” 


Dr. Holdérby Favors Union. 


Dr. A. R. Holderby favors union, and 
not ready to vote for organic 
the present time, believes

to see the necessity for separate bodies 
of Christians who believe so nearly 


alike in all matters. He said: 

“I believe the action taken by the 
general assembly at Bipmingham will 
ultimately result in organic union. It 
is undoubtedly the first step in this 
direction. 

“And this is what I believe ought 
to take place. I fail to see the use for 
two bodies of such similar views, and 
in such close proximity to each other. 

“Common sense would seem to indi- 
cate that two Presbyterian bodies, 
holding the same faith, ought to come 
closer together, and as soon as the 
way is clear form an actual organic 
union, 

“Let me say also that union is com- 
ing whether we want it or not. Things 
are moving in that direction fast. And 
we need not try to stop it. 

“I would be unwilling to vote for 
organic union at the present time be- 
cause I think we need preparation for 
it. Federation as adopted will give, I 
believe, this preparation and will re- 
sult in organic union a little later 
on.” : 


Articles of Wiientadn. 

The following articles of agreement 
were adopted by the committees in 
charge at Charlotte, N. C., on Mafch 
16, 1906. The general assembly, which 
met in Greenville, S. C., . May, 1906, 
sent the articles down to all presbyteries 
to vote on them. ' 

Fifty presbyteries voted to adopt 
them, twenty-seven voted to reject them. 
They were adopted by the general as- 
sembly at Birmingham by a vote of 96 
to 94. Following are the articles of 
agreement: 

Preamble. ° 

“The reformed churches in America 
holding the Presbyterian system, desire 
to evince and develop spiritual unity and 
to promote closer relations and more 
effective administrative cooperation 
among these churches, hereby adopt the 
foNowing articles of agreement in fur- 
therance of thig purpose:’’ " 

Articles of Agreement. 


1. For the prosecution of work that 
can be better done unitedly than sepa- 
rately an ecclesiastical council is hereby 
established which shall be known by 
the name and style of “the council of 


the reformed churches in America hold- 
ing the Presbyterian system.” 

2. The council shall consist of at least 
four representatives, ministers or eld- 
ers, from each of the constituent 
churches, for each 100,000 communi- 
cants or fraction thereof up to 300,000, 
and where a church has more than W0,- 
000 communicants, then four Frepresen- 
tatives, ministers or elders, for each 
additional 200,000 communicants or frac- 
tion thereof. These persons shall be 
chosen with their alternates under the 
direction of their respective supreme 
judicatories in such manner as those 
judicatories shall respectively deter- 
mine, 

3. Every church entering into this 
council retains its distinct individuality, 
its own creed, government and worship, 
as well as ¢wery power, jurisdiction 
and right, which is not by these articles 
expressly and exclusively v‘eenoneede to 
the body hereby constituted. 

4. The council shall exercise only 
such powers as are conferred upon it 
by these articles, or such as may here- 
after Be conferred upon it by the con- 
stituent churches. All acts of the coun- 
cil affecting the interests of the con- 
stituent churches shall have only ad- 
visory authority except in matters 
covered by articles 6 and 7. it shall not 
interfere with the creed, worship, or 
government of the churches, and in 
particular, all matters of discipline shall 
be left to the exclusive and final judg- 
ment of the ecclesiastical authorities of 
the churches concerned. The represen- 
tatives in the council of churches which 
are parties to questions at issue shall 
be excluded ‘from voting upon such 
questions. 

5 The council shall promote the co- 
operation of the constituent churches in 
their foreign missionary work, and alsa 
in their general work in the United 
States of America, in connection with 
home missions, work among the colored 
people, church erection, Sabbath schools, 
publication and ediication, and may 
initiate movements having this coopera- 
tion in view subject to the approval of 
the churches concerned. The council may 
also advise and recommend in other 
matters pertaining to the general wel- 
far of the kingdom of Christ. 

6. The council shall have power to 
deal with questions which may arise be- 
tween the‘ constituent churches in re- 
gard to matters within the jurisdiction 
of the counicl, which ' the constituted 
agencies of the churches concerned have 
been unable to settle, and which may 
be browght to the attention of the 
council by the supreme judicatories of 
the parties thereto; and such questions 
shall thereupon be determined by the 
council or by such agencies as it may 
appoint. If determined by an agency, 
such as a committee or commission, 
there shall be the right of appeal to 
the council for final decision. Every 
final decision shall be transmitted by 
the council to the supreme judicatories 
of the churches concerned, which shall 
take such steps as are necessary to 
carry the decision into effect. 


7. The counci] shall have power to deal 
with any other matters of interest com- 
mon to any two or'more of the cénstit- 
uent churches, which may be referred to 
it by the supreme judicatories of the 
churches concerned, for its action, with 
euch power in the premises and under 
such conditions @g may be agreed upon 
by the churches which make the refer- 
ence. 

8. The council shall have power to 
open and maintain a friendly correspond- 
ence with the Ptesbyterian and other 
evangelical churohes for the purpose of 
promoting concert of action in matters 
of common interest, Dut nothing in this 
article shall be construed as affecting the 
present rights of correspondence of the 
constituent churches. 

9. The council shal] give full faith and 
eredit to the acts, proceedings and rec- 
Oo of the duly constituted authorities 
of the several constituent churches. 

10. The officers of the council] shall be 
@ president, vice president, stated clerk, 
treasurer and such other subordinate of- 
ficers ag may be necessary. 

it. The council shall meet in regular 
session at least biennially, and on its 
own adjournment, at such time and place 


as may ibe determined. In the conduct of 
its meetings it shall respect the conscli- 
entious views of its constituent members. 
The president shall call special meetings 
at any time when requested so to do by 
& majority of the representatives of each 
of two or more of the constituent bodies; 
thirty days’ notice of guch meetings shall 


be given to all the members, and only - 


such business may be transacted ag is 
specified in this notice. 

12. The incidental expenses of the coun- 
cil shall be met by a fund to be provided 
by @ pro rata apportionment on the basis 
of the representation of each church in 
the council. The expenses of the repre- 
Sentatives shall be paid by their respec- 
tive church. All the expenses involved 
in the settlement of any differences be- 
tween the churches shall be borne equal- 
ly by the churches concerned. 

13. When the representatives of three 
of the churches, at a meeting of either 
the council or its agencies, request a unit 
vote by churcheg upon a pending motion 
the vote shall be so taken. 

4. The council shall have power to 
make such regulations and by-laws as 
shall be deemed necessary for the con- 
duct of its business. 

15. After this council shal] have been 
constituted any church holding the re- 
formed faith and Presbyterian polity may 
be received into the council by a ma- 
jority of the representatives of tne 
churches, voting by the unit rule, and 
upon its adoption of the articles of agree- 
ment. 

16. Any church in the council may 
withdraw therefrom on notice officially 
given, and on its observance of the same 
constitutional steps as were followed in 
itg adoption of these articles. 

17. Any amendment to these articles 
proposed to the council shall, before its 
adoption, be approved by the council, 
and receive the consent of two-thirds of 
the constituent churches acting in accord- 
ance with their respective constitutions. 
When the council shall have been not!- 
fied of such consent it shall declare the 
amendment to be a part of the articleg of 
agreement. 

18. These articles of agreement sha!! 
go into effect when any two or more 
churches shall adopt the same by proper 
action, and also when their representa- 
tives ‘have been elected in the manner 
herein provided.

IWATERS-PIERCE 


COMPANY TRIAL 


Sought to Prove Alleged 
Trust Is Operating in 
Texas, 


Austin, Texas, May 26.—After working 
all the week on evidence to prove its al- 
legations of the existence of an ofi 
trust outside the state, attorneys for the 
prosecution today reached the stage in 
the proceedings in the anti-trust and 
penalty suit against the Waters-Pierce 
Oil Company, wherein it is thought to 
prove that the alleged trust operated, and 
is operating in Texas. Several depo- 
sitions introduced in evidence today  re- 
lated to the operations of the Waters- 
Pierce Oil Company, in Texas, the prices 
charged, the marine oil furnished by the 
Standard Oil Company to vessels touch- 
ing Texas ports, and the alleged efforts 
of the Waters-Pierce and Standard Oil 
companies to suppress competition in the 
state. 

Following the precedent which it set 
early in the trial, when a demand was 
made on the attorneys for the defense to 
produce books, the state today made an- 
other demand upon them for papers re- 
lating to operations in Texas, 

The attorneys for the defendants de 
nied having in their possession the pa- 
pers which the state asked for, but the 
latter amplified somewhat upon its 
first request, which was a verbal one, 
and in a written demand made a broad 
requisition. Pending any further action 
court adjourned until Monday. 


The South by Comparison, 
(From The Manufacturers’ Record.) 
The south today, with a poulation of 

25,900,000, against a population of 33,- 
855,000 in the rest of the country in 
1880, has more capital invested in cot- 
ton mills than the rest of the country 
then, and its consumption of cotton 
in its own mills is about double that 
of the mills of the rest of the coun- 
try 26 years ago. Its production of 
bituminous coal is more than twice as 
great-—-83,000,000 tons against 35,900,- 
000 tons; its coke production more 
than thfee times as large, its petro- 
leumi output 32,000,000 barrels, against 
26,107,000 barrels for the rest of the 
country in 1880. The total value of its 
farm products is about $460,000,0000 
greater than the value of all the farm 
products of the rest of the country in 
1880, and its railroad mileage is 7,600 
miles less. The value of the south’s 
exports for the fiscal year of 1906 was 
greater than that of the rest of the 
country in !880. The lumber output 
of the south in 1906 was valued at 
$300,000,000, of $106,000,.000 greater 
than that of the balance of the coun- 
try a quarter of a century ago.

Boston, Mass., May 25.—Three men lost 
their lives in a fire which broke out in 
the heart of the woodworking district 
along the east Boston water front this 
afternoon. They were: 

Patrick Rourke, of East Boston, a mem. 
ber of the firm of Johnson & Rourke. 

James Varasso, of East Boston. 

An Italian known ag Tony Rose, of 
Charles street, in the north end of the 
city. 

The fire was one of the most threaten- 
ing for years in East Boston, and three 
alarms were necessary to summon suffi- 
cient apparatus to bring it under con- 
trol. 

The financial loss is placed at $50,000.

History of the Case.

of some property for which he had not 
made payment to a client of Hipp in 
such satisfaction as to relieve him of 
obligation. Williams demurred at _ get- 
ting out, saying that his wife was ill 
and he had nowhere to go, it then being 
very late in the afternoon. 

However, the officers were insistent 
and told him he must vacate at once. 
This seemed to anger Williams and he 
went into the house, returning in a mo- 
ment with a pistol. He fired in the di- 
rection of the party, it being said that 
he was trying to shoot Deputy Sheriff 
Duniap. The ball struck Hill in the 
head and he died in a few hours. Wil- 
liams escaped and was later captured in 
Madison county, where he was held un-

A special term of the Cullman circuit 
court was called. In a very short time 
he was convicted and given the death 
sentence, the date’ of execution being 
set at July !4, 1905. 

His attorneys gave notice that an ap- 
peal would be taken to the supreme 
court, and the case was submitted to 
that tribunal on November $30, 1905, a 
Stay having been secured by reason of 
notice of appeal. The case was affirmed 
June 7, 1906, the opinion being written 
by Mr. Justice, now Chief Justice John 
R. Tyson. Application for rehearing filed 
June 20 was denied and the higher court 
Set July 27 as a new date of execution. 

Ammonia Was Used. 

On evidence that there might be 
trouble either by friends of Hipp or 
those of Williams, the defendant was 
sent to the Birmingham jail for Ssale- 
keeping until the day of his execution. 
On that night the officers went to his 
cell to remove him and he fought like 


gas pipe and threatened to kill any one 
who went 
and he was. reduced to a condition 
where he could be handled and taken 
out. 

However, his attorneys had in the 
meantime filed an application before 
Judge Weaver, of the criminal court of 
Jefferson county, alleging him to be 
insane, holding that he had become so 
since the date of sentence. The judge 
‘ordered a stay of proceedings to give 
time to hear evidence, setting the hear- 
ing Over several days. Later he con- 
cluded that he had the right to hear 
the evidence and set a day therefor. 

However, the state, through Attorney 
General Massey Wilson, took a hand 
and asked for a writ of prohibition, re- 
straining Judge Weaver from going into 
the hearing on the ground of a lack of 
jurisdiction. The temporary writ was 
granted by Samuel D. Weakley, the 
chief justice, and the matter held up 
for action by the high court. This came 
in April in an opinion by Chief Justice 
Tyson to the effect that while there 
were rights for the defendant in a case 
of the kind, they must be fought out 
before the trial court, in this case, the 
circuit court of Cullman county, hence 
Weaver had no jurisdiction and the 
whole matter was referred to the trial 
court for further hearing’ and resen- 
tence. 

A Strange Feature of the Case. 


There is another feature of the case 
at the hearing just now, and that is 
whether or not Williams is under sen- 
tence or not. The date of the execution 
having passed, it is argued that there 
is no sentence, and without sentence 
there is nothing for the pardon board 
to do. There is no place for clemency 
where no sentence exists. It seems 
quite likely that the case will have to 
go back to the circuit court of Cullman 
county, Where the sentence will be im 
posed, after which it will be in shape 
for the board of pardons and the gover- 
nor to pass upon it,

SEABOARD DEAL 
WITH SOUTHERN 
DECLARED OFF 


Won't Get Use of Southem 
~ Track From Macon 
Atlanta, 


DETAILS OF HIS OFFER 
WITHHELD BY MR, FINLEY 


Southern President Says the Terms 
Were Reasonable, but It Is Said 
They Were Such as to Bar 
Acceptance by the 

' Beaboard. 


From a source so authoritative as to 
he considered practically ex cathedra, 
The Constitution learns that the nego- 
tlations which have been on between 
the Seaboard Air Line and the Southern 
railway, in referenee to the granting of 
trackage rights over the Southern’s line 
from Macon to Atlanta to the Seaboard, 
have been terminated, without an agree- 
ment. 

It is understood that the negotiations 
came to a close because of the in- 
ability of the Seaboard Air Line to ac- 
cept the terms offered by the Southern. 
in other words, as one railroad man ex- 
pressed it, the terms ouered by the 
Southern were, it is rumored, of such a 
nature as to make it practically sure that 
the Seabodrd would not take them up. 

To the Washington representative 
of The Constitution President Finley, 
of the Southern, stated yesterday that 
the Southern had offered the Seaboard 
the choice of trackage or traffic rights 
on a@ “reasonable basis.” As to the 
details of thése terms, Mr. Finley had 
nothing to say, but he added that the 
Seaboard had turned down the track- 
age proposition and was still consider- 
ing that for traffic rights. 

Must Paddle Own Canoe. 

This means that if the Seaboard is 
to get a line from Macon to Atlanta 
to complete its line from Savannah to 
this city it will have to go further 
than the Southern. As the Central is 
popularly believed to be controlled by 
the Southern, this means that the Sea- 
board must either build. its own’ Hne 
Or stay out of Atlanta, so far as a 
line to Savannah is concerned. 

When the Seaboard secured the Ma- 
con, Dublin and Savannah from the At- 
lantic Coast Line, giving it a line from 
Vidalia, on its Savannah and, Montgom- 
ery line, to Macon, it was stated that 
the line would be brought on to Atlan- 
ta. giving this city a new and inde 
pendent rail line to Savannah. At the 
time of the chamber of commerce an- 
nual dinner President Finley announced 
that the Southern had offered trackage 
rights to the Seaboard. There the mat- 
ter has rested ever since and in the 
meantime Atlanta has gotten no nearer 
that independent line than she was be- 
fore President Finley made his an- 
nouncement. 

The knowledge that this deal is off will 
be received with regret in Atlanta, and 
the business men of this city will watch 
with interest for the next move of the 
Seaboard. A direct line from Atlanta 
to ‘Macon, connecting with the old Ma- 
oon, Dublin and Savannah at that point, 
would give the Seaboard a life several 
miles shorter than that of the Central 
of Georgia. Atlantans have been greatly 
interested in this project, as it meant 
much to this city to get such a line to 
Savannah. | 

The dispatch from Washington giving 
the interview with President Finley 1s 
as follows: : 

The Southern’s Offer. 

Washington, May 25.—(Special.)—Presi- 


dent W. W. Finley, of the Southern rail- 


Way, on his return to Washington today 
from Winston-Salem, N. C., where he 
went to deliver an address, was asked 
whether any agreement had been reached 
between the Southern and the Seaboard 
Air Line by which the latter would be 
permitted to use the Southern’s lines be- 
tween Macon and Atlanta, thus complet- 
ing a shorter line between Atlanta and 
Savannah. 

President Finley said two proposals had 
been made by his company to the Sea- 
board, either of which the Southern 
would be glad to have accepted. One 
had been turned down, the other is a 
traffic arrangements, which is still pend- 
ing. Mr. Finley sat: 

“The offer of trackage rights between 
Macon and Atlanta was made on what 
{fs regarded as — basis, and in 

eneral conformity with arrangements of 

is character. The basis on which this 
offer was made is the same as fhat on 
whicu the Southern Railway Company 
receives trackage rights from other com- 
panies. The Seaboard Air Line did not 
see its way clear to accept this offer.”’ 

Concerning the second proposal of the 
Gouthern to the . Seaboard, Mr. Finley 
gaid this was made as an alternative in 
the event the Seaboard did not. wish to 
accept the offer of trackage rights. He 
vouchsafed the information that it was 
@ traffic arrangement which contem- 
plated a division of the rates. between 
the roads on a percentage basis. He 
continued: 

“This latter proposition is» under con- 
sideration by the Seaboard Alr Line. 
These traffic and trackage propositions 
apply to the Southern’s line between At- 
lanta and Macon, and to traffic between 
points on the Seaboard Air Line, or 
reached by that line, west of Atlanta, 
on the one hand, and points on the Sea- 
board Air Line, or reached by that line, 
south and east of Macon, on the other 
hand. The Southern Rallway Company 
will be very glad or either of these 

ropositions accepted.”

Washington, D. C., May 25.—Informa- 
tien that Japanese have been subjected 
to il-treatment and indignities in San 
Francisco came to the state department 
today from two sources, and Secretary 
Root -has taken measures for their pro- 
tection through two channels. 

Ambassador Wright, at Tokio, cabled 
the information obtained through Japan- 
ese channels, that a Japanese restaurant 
and a Japanese bath house, in San 
Francisco, had been demolished by 4a 
mob, and Viscount Aoki, the Japanese 
ambassador here, laid before Secretary 
Root dispatches from the Japanese con- 
sul general at San Francisco detailing 
the same occurrences. 

Root Acts at Once. 

Secretary Root at once made a request 
on Attorney General Bonaparte, of the 
department of justice, that the United 
States district’attorney in San Francisco 
be directed to make an immediate in- 
vestigation of the complaints. Mr. Bona- 
parte thereupon telegraphed both the 
United States. district, attorney and the 
United States marshat at San Francisco 
to: make ‘a. thprough. investigation and 
to forward their report by telegraph to 
the department of justice. —

San Francisco, May 25.—The grand 
jury this afternoon indicted six mil- 
lionaires on charges of bribery and at- 
tempted bribery and returned additional 
indictments against Ruef and Schmitz.

Schmitz were indicted on fourteen 
counts, charging that they jointly bribed 
fourteen of the supervisors in the sum 
of $750 to fix the gas rates for 1906 
at 85 cents instead of 75 cents.

Brobeck and Ruef were indicted on 
fourteen counts, charging that they 
jointly attempted toe-bribe fourteen of 
the supervisors in the sum of $1,000 
each to vote a trolley franchise to the 
Park Side Transit Company. 

Judge Coffey fixed bail at $1,000 on 
each of 126 counts contained in _the 
twenty-eight indictments.

‘ Postoffice derartment officials stated 
today that they had no official knowledge 
of the charges made by Mrs. Gould, and 
as the affairs of Mr. and Mrs. Gould were 
of a civil character they would take no 
action in the matter unless Mrs, Gould 
produced the letters and made a formal 
complaint. Inspector. Mayor, in. charge 
of the New York postoffice district, sald 
today: 

“If Mrs. Gould will furnish us the let- 
ters we will make an investigation as in 
similar cases. The department takes no

State veterinarian Tait Butler, whose 
headquarters are at Raleigh, is re- 
garded as @ very high authority on 
this question and he is co-operating 
with the United States in this impor- 
tant matter. He was called upon to 
nominate six of his proficient students 
at the Agriculturai and Mechanical 
College here to engage in this work 
and these have received their commis- 
sions from the commissioner of agri- 
culture. There are five seniors, L J. 
Herring, J. Z. Overton, A. C. Jones, J. 
E. Turlington and L. F. Koonce, and 
one junior, J. B. Spoon. These begin 
work in Guilford county June Ist. 
State Veterinarian Butler informs The 
Constitution that so far nearly twenty 
counties have been cleared from tick, 
and that the work will be pushed in 
nine others this year, by a field force 
of eighteen experts, national and

Thousands View the Parade 
On Way to Gordon 
Monument, 


MEMORABLE PAGEANT 
EXCITES ENTHUSIASM 


Parade Was One of the Longest Ever 
Marching in the City of Atlanta, 
and Was Without the 
Slightest Hitch to 
Mar It, 


‘A parade that will pass down into his- 

tory as one of the most memorabie that 
ever marched through the streets of At- 
lanta was that varied line of battle- 
scarred veterans, United States regulars, 
college cadets, militiamen, school chil- 
dren, the neatly-dressed members of the 
fire department and carriages containing 
State and city officials and ladies that 
wended its way to the state capitol to 
view the unveiling of the monument 
erected in loving memory to one of 
Georgia’s most gallant soldiers. 

Karly in the day preparations were be- 
gure and the clanking of sabers as they 
dangled from the sides of dashing horse- 
men was heard in all quarters. Officers 
wearing bright uniforms were hustling 
about while the streets were filled with 
people eager to see the big pageant, 

It is doubtful if any future event in 
Atlanta will call together such a gath- 
ering of men as took part in yesterday's 
parade. The number of confederate vet- 
erans was exceptionally large and 
marched with a good deal of the old- 
time vigor and fire of the days when 
their dead leader lead them to many a 
bloody field of battle, : 

Streets Lined With Spectators. 

From the intersection of Peachtree 
and West Peachtree streets, where the 
parade formed, the streets were lined 
with all classes and conditions of peo- 
ple. The rich and the poor, the young 
and the old, the veteran of the south 
and the soldier of the victorious north, 
the white man who fought to retain his 
slaves and the negro whose liberty was 
at stake—all these jammed the streets 
into one seething, swaying mob. It was 
not that perfunctory interest which ifs 
usually displayed in parades that ex- 
cited the crowd, It was that which the 
parade stood for more than the fact of 
the parade itself. As General Gordon 
more than any one man typified the 
lost cause, so his monument preserves 
in enduring form the thought of the 
man and the cause. 

Dotting the serried line which moved 
to the straing of inspiring music were 
the battered battle flags which ence 
waved In brightness on many a field of 
victory or drooped in dejection’ in the 
sadness of defeat. Gone were the virigin 
colors of these war emblems; torn and 
limp were their folds, but never were 
conquering banners of retufning heroes 
greeted with more acclaim. Tears—hot, 
burning tears that could not be restrain- 
ed—coursed down the cheeks of hun- 
dreds of persons who were moved by 
feelings ‘they could not define. Ag the 
veterans passed by there were times 
when cheers were brokn with sobs as 
some maimed soldier limped lamely 
through the streets, 

Business was practically stopped in 
the city. The pages of. history were 
turned back for a brief spell in the 
midst of the peace and plemy of today, 
and thoughts of the bravery and devo- 
tion and misery and deprivation of an- 
other day loomed large! It was a seri- 
ous-minded crowd that saw the parade. 
There was nothing of boisterousness 
about it. The occasion seemed almost 
sacred in its significance 


The Hope of America. 

In sharp contrast to the rapidly thin- 
ning ranks of veterang were the hun- 
dreds of bright-faqed, eager-looking 
school boys who marched in the parade 
Into the minds of these future men who 
are to control the gtate’s destinies had 
been implanted a deep reverence for 
General Gordon's memory, Even the 
aliens among them-—the lUttle Russian 
Jews and litalians—-recently come to 
America, seemed to catch the §&pirit oj 
the occasion and to be fired with en- 
thusiasm. 

The parade moved promptly and with- 
out the slightest hitch. Conspicuous 
among the bodies in line were the 
United States regulars, the camps of 
veterans, the Marist college cadets, the 
cadets from the State university, the 
firemen and the tirerhen's drum corps.

“The battle of tne Seven Pines was 
followed by the other battles of the 
Seven Days around Richmond, under 
the aggressive leadership of Robert 
Lee, during which battles Lee broke 
the grasp of the union army from the 
confederate capitol. ‘ 

“In the report of these engagements 
around Richmond you. will note the 
just and generous mention of the gal- 
lantry of Gordon by his superior of- 
ficers. General Rhodes says of him, 
“He was distinguished for all that a 
soldier can admire,” and such words 
would be an epitaph which the bravest 
soldier might crave when dying on 
the battlefield. 

Gordon at Sharpsburg. 

“The suecessful battles of Tee and 
Jackson expelled the federal forces 
from Virginia by opening the way of 
the confederate army into Maryland 
and led on to the battle of Sharps- 
burg, September !7, 1862, where Gor- 
don and his Alabama regiment fought 
at the steady stand up as well in as 
in the daring charge. 

“It was near the hour of sunset 
when the last of the five minie-balls 
which had wounded Gordon on thig 
bloody day sprang from some rifle to- 
ward his conspicuous battle figure, and 
went singing its shrill, mysterious 
note through the air until reaching 
him, crashed through his face, felled 
him on the field of strife, and pass<-d 
on, leaving him to -bleed unconscious 
on Maryland soil. After months of 
healing a dimpled dent remained 
where the minie-ball had gashed the 
handsome face of the brave warrior, 
and this, the fifth wound of that one 
made a scar that graced his 


all his days he wore that scar as a 
jewel more brilliant and priceless 
than the richest diamond that ever 
gleamed on the sword hilt of any gal- 
lant knight, or glittered in the crown 
of any conquering king.

HISTORY OF MOVEMENT — 
FOR GORDON MONUMENT 


NE of the most interesting features 
of the ceremonies attending the 
unveiling of the equestrian statue 

of the late General John B. Gordon yes- 
terday was the reading of the history of 
the movement for the construction of the 
monument from its inception to the deliy- 
ery of the handsome statue to the state 
yesterday. This history was very prop- 


erly read by Colonel W. Lowndes Cal- 
houn, president of the Jofin B. Gordon 
Monument Association, which raised the 
first fundg and turned the work over to 
the commission provided by the state 
after the legislature had made an ap- 
propriation. It was as follows: 

“Mr. Chairman, Fellow Citifiens and 
My Old Comrades in Arms: On the 9th 
day of January, 1904, in the beautiful 
Land of Flowers, the eventful and noble 
life of John B. Gordon ended, and his 
spirit took filght to a brighter and better 
world and ig now, doubtless, resting be- 
yond the stars. The hearts of our peo- 
ple, not only of our southland, but of our 
entire country, were filled with deep sor- 
row that his manly form would not again 
be seen in our midst, and that the cor- 
dial grasp of his friendly hand and kind- 
ly greeting were things of the past. 

“On the !4th day of the same month 
his earthly remaing were brought to this 
city that they might be interred in his 
‘native state. They were placed in the 
Georgia state capitol and there lay in 
state, covered with beautiful emblems of 
love and veneration, 
viewed by hundreds of devoted and sor- 
rowing friends. 

‘In the hall of the house of represen- 
tatives there wag assenvbled a large con- 
course of people, @nd eloquent tributes 
were paid to hig memory. In the after- 
noon they weré removed to the Central 
Presbyterian church, where solemn and 
impressive funeral services were conduct- 
ed by the Rev. Drs. Theron H. Rice and 
Richard Orme Flynn, and afterwards, 
preceded by a splendid escort of military 
organizations, both state and federal, and 
followed -by his grief-stricken family, old 
companiong in arms, Ladies’ Memorial 
Associations, United Daughters of the 
Contederacy, Sons of Confederate Veter- 
ans, Children of the Confederacy, state, 
county and city officials, army officers 
and large numbers of dev@Qted friends, 
were carried to Oakland cemetery and 
there laid to rest near the confederate 
monument, where they will repose until 
the resurrection. 

“On the I9th day of the same month 
at a meeting of the Atlanta camp, United 
Confederate Veterans; Atlanta chapter of 
United Daughters of the Confederacy and 
other confederate veterans and citizens, 
at the state capitol, to celedorate the 
birthday of the great chieftain, Robert 
E. Lee, General Clement A. Evans, Gen- 
eral Gordon’s distinguished companion in 
arms, after eloquent and beautiful words 
of tribute to him, suggested that a move- 
ment to erect a suitable memorial should 
be, at once, inaugurated. 

Committee of One Hundred. 

“Whereupon Captain Charles §. Arnall, 
offered a resolution that a committee of 
one hundred citizens, naming them, be 
appointed to organize a Gofdon Monu- 
ment Association, and that an earnest 
invitation is extended to the people of At- 
lanta to meet with them, which was 
unanimously adopted. On the next day 
the committee of one hundred met in the 
mayor’s reception room and formed the 
John B. Gordon Monument Association, 
with W. L. Calhoun as president, Jo- 
seph T. Derry ag secretary, ai Eugene 
H, Thornton as treasurer. Subsequently 
Robert_E. Park was elected vice presi- 
dent. 

“It was unanimously decided that the 
memorial should be an equestrian statue, 
ag General Gordon was best remembered 
as he appeared on horseback. A commit- 
tee of thirty-five, with the president and 
other officers ag ex-officio members, was 
named as an executive committee, which 
should .have full charge of the direction 
and carrying on the business of the as- 
sociation, with full power to appoint sub- 
cominittees which might be necessary to 
secure funds for the accomplishment of 
the purposes of the association. ter- 
wards a charter was obtained anal the 
26th day of May, !904, was accepted and 
the association formally organized by the 
appointment of the same officers and a 
‘board of directors, and commenced work, 
met often, appointed general and gpecial 
committees, including many committees 
throughout the southern states to can- 
vass for subscriptions, and succeeded in 
securing in cash and subscriptions about 
$10,000. : 

“Contributions were made not only in 


and it can be truthfully said in honor 
of our southern women that they mani- 
fested great interést in the work. God 
bless them. From Manassas to Appo- 
mattox, on the bloody battlefields, in the 
hospitals, in the homes of the rich and 
poor, they were ever found ministering 
to the sick, wounded and dying soldiers 
of the south, and since the great con- 
flict, they have been foremost in preserv- 


‘ing the records of their glorious deeds 


and perpetuating their memories. 

“The association feeling ,that there 
could not possibly be a failure in their 
work, asked for designs, and in response 
to this call, in May, !905, six or seven 
models were furnished and exhibited at 
the state capitol. The committee on de- 
sign. after careful inspection and consid- 
eration, determined to select Solon H. 
Borglum, of New York, as sculptor, and 
entered into a written contract with him 
to furnish a more satisfactory design 
upon certain terms and conditions there- 
in named. 

Aid Asked of State. 

‘He at once took up the work and 
furnished various designs for inspection, 
but no final action upon them was had 
by the association, and it, recognizing the 
fact that it would take a long time to 
secure by popular subscription a fund 
sufficient to assure a suitable memorial, 
and that the state of Georgia should aid 
in this sacred work, resolved to appeal 
to the legislature, which it did, and on 
the 20th day of August, 1906, the gen- 
eral assembly, by an almost unanimous 
vote, passed a bill apprepriating $15,000 
for an equestrian statue of General John 
B. Gordon, and providing that Governor 
Joseph M. Terrell, General Clement A. 
Evans, Judge Sampson W. Harris, Cap- 
tain Robert E. Park, Captain W. Lowndes 
Calhoun, Captain W. H. Harrison, Cap- 
tain Nathaniel] E. Harris, General W. 
W. Gordon and Captain John W. Clark 
be and the same are hereby constituted 
a commission to accept from the John 
B. Gordon Monument Association the 
cash and subscriptions held by ft, and to 
complete and erect said statue on the 
capitol grounds, and that said commission 
shall have power and authority fo carry 
out the contract entered into by the said 
monument association for the statue and 
supervise the erection of the same upon 
the capitol grounds, etc. ; 

‘The tommission met and organized by 
the election of Governor Joseph MW. Ter- 
reli as chairman, General Clement A. 
Evans, vice chairman; Captain W. i 
Harrison, as secretary, and Bugene H. 
Thornton as treasurer. On the !7th of 
October, 1906, the Gordon Monument As- 
sociation turned over to the commission 
the fund and swbscriptions on hand and 
adjourned sine die.

Washington, May 25.—The commission 
appointed at the suggestion of the Ne- 
tiona] Civic Federation to inquire into 
the exent and menace of child labor, held 


its first meetings here today for the pur- 
pose of organizing for work, Ellison A. 
Smith, of Pelzer, 8. C., president of the 
Southern Cotton Manufacturers’ Asto- 
ciation, was elected chairman; Mrs, Sa- 
rah Platt Decker, of Denver, Colo., pres- 
ident of the General Federation of Wom- 
en's Clubs, vice president, and William 
B. Wilson, congressman-elect from Penn- 
sylvania, and secretary of the United 
Mine Workers’ Association, secretary. An 
executive committee, compogded of D. A. 
Tompkins, Charlotte, N. C.; Samuel Gom- 
pers, Washington, D. C.; Mrs. Decker, 
Mrs, Wyth Whlson, Professor J. W. 
Jenks, of Cornell university, and Ralph 
M. Easley, was named to outline the plan 
and ecope of the work and to enlarge the 
commission. 

The cgmmission, which is composed of 
seven délegates each from the National 
Association of Manufacturers, American 
Federation of Labor, the General Feder- 
ation of Woman's Clubs and the National 
Civic Federation, visited President Roose- 
velt at the white house.

United States Shy 


On Cotton Exports 


By John Corrigan. 


ASHINGTON; May 25.—(Specicl.) 
Investigations made with the 


view of extending foreign trade 


in American cotton products, which 
have been conducted during the past 
year under an appropriation from con- 
gress, have led to an exhaustive report 
by W. A. Graham Clark and William 
Whittam, Jr., just published in pam- 
phlet form, in which it is shown the 


United [States adtually imports from 
other countries one-third more cotton 


goods than it exports. 

These gentlemen have made consider- 
able research under the direction of the 
department of commerce and labor and 
their report covers observations as to 
the kind of goods demanded in various 
countries, how to proceed to secure a 
market, supply the demand that exists 
and stimulate trade in cotton products. 
They also pay attention to mill condi- 
throw some 
light on the foreign labor problem and 
show what other countries are doing in 
the world competition for trade. 

From the data gathered it is shown 
that while the southern portion of the 
United States produced two-thirds of the 
cotton grown in the entire world, our 
manufactured cotton goods make up 
only 6 per cent of the total which finds 
its way into the export trade. 

Our Exports of Cotton Goods. 


In the introduction of the report of 
Messrs. Clark and Whittam, the depart- 
ment observes: 

“Preceding 1896 the United States nevy- 
er exported $15,000,000 worth of cotton 
manufactures in any One year. In the 
calendar year i905 the exporta reached 
$56,500,000 in value, falling to $42,961,- 
431 in 1906. But 6.49 per cent of the 
$815,212,402 worth of cotton manufac- 
tures exported by the principal nations 
in the fiscal year of 1906, makes a la- 
mentable showing for the United States. 

To overcome that adverse situation 
congress provided for sending gespecial 
agents abroad to report as to what is 
necessary to be done to increase the ex- 
ports of cotton ods. For that purpose 
two experts in the manufacture of cotton 
goods were added to the force of spe- 
cial agents of the department of com- 
merce and labor. 

“The cotton exported in the calendar 
year of i906, including raw and manu- 
factured, and the products of cotton 
in various forms aggregated in value 
$489,304,68!, which was 28 per cent of 
the total value of all exports of the 
country; but only $42,961,048 of that 
total represented manufactures of cot- 
ton. The United Kingdom, which pro- 
duces no raw cotton, purchasing most 
of its supply in the ‘United States, ex- 
ported in i906 $484,068,320 worth of 
manufactured cottons, nearly equaling 
the aggregate in value of raw cotton, 
manufactured cotton, cotton-seed ofl and 
other cottom products exported by the 
Untted States. Germany exports over 
twice ds much cotton goods as does 
the’ United States, although she nl 
@s no raw cotton. The United Kin 
exports over $1!10,000,000 worth wom cot- 
ton goods to India, while the United 
States sent to that country in 1906 
only $586,428 worth of such goods. But

has made a better showing in Japan than 
in India, yet England supplied 82 per 
cent of the cotton cloths imported by 
Japan in 19065, while the United States 
supplied only I2 per cent. 

“The United States does not hold a 
much more fortunate position in the 
matter of supplying cotton manufac- 
tures on the American continent. Prazil, 
for instance, purchases comparatively 
little from the United States, although 
it sells to this country the greater part 
of its exports. In one year recently 
the’ United States purchased nearly 
$100,000,000 worth of goods from Brazil 
and sold to that country less that $!I,- 
000,000 worth. Of cotton goods we sold 
less than $1,000,000 worth to Brazil 
although that country imported that 
year about $18,000,000 worth of such 
manufactures. In the same way we 
supply Mexico with 2 per cent of the 
yarn and thread imported and about 
10 per cent of its other cotton manu- 
factures, although it is a contiguous 
country, adjoining the cotton fields of 
the Inited States. To Canada some 20 
per cent of ‘ts cotton manufactures are 
supplied by the United States, although 
Great Britain has a 33 1-3 per cent pref- 
erential tariff in her favor, which dem- 
onstrates that the United States can sell 
cotton goods, even in competition with 
Great Britain, when the proper effort 
is made. 

‘Special Agent Clark gives many inter- 
esting particulars as to the Chinese 
market for cotton goods. In Manchu- 
ria seven-eighths of the cotton piece 
goods imported are from the United 
States. But Japan is making great 
efforts to extend her trade in that pro- 
vince and is making good progress in 
that direction. The rapid development 
of the province {Indicates a large growth 
in the immediate futuro in the sale of 
cotton goods. But Manchuria does not 
at present afford a market for textile 
products other than the piece goods it 
now imports. Spectal Agent Clark re- 
ports, as do the agents sent to other 

countries, that much is lost to the United 
States by lack of direct steamship ship- 
ments. American banking facilities are 
also needed abroad. 


‘The financial situation in Manchurla 
is disturbing, owing to the fact that 
China has !6 distinct taels, all of dif- 
ferent value, and yet no coin of that 
description. ‘There are several other 
financial values quoted in China which 
are not represented by any coin. While 
the United States supplies sheetin to 
China, the United Kingdom furnishes 
the gray shirtings, which are the next 
largest item fn the cloths imported into 
China. special Agent Clark thinks that 
the United States should share in this 
shirting trade, and he furnishes good 
reasons for the belief. With banking 
facilities and eatisfactory communica- 
tions by water and American mannfac- 
tureres represented by competent repre- 
sentatives and willing to start with small 
orders, a large increase in the American 
trade staiat easily follow. And what ig 
true of China is true of other countries, 
pa y those of the American con- 
tinent. 

“As it is now, though producing such 
a large percentage of the cotton used 
in manufacturing in the world, the 
United States imports one-third more 
of cotton goods than it exports. Of the 
world’s cotton spindies in August, 1906, 

120,000,695, the United 

25,250,096 and the United 

ngdom 48,626,144, Germany coming 
next with 9,730,209. Great Britain is 
increasing her spindle at a very rapid 
rate, and Special Agent Whittam states 
_ that England will have close to 60,000,- 
“000 spindjes at the end of this year. 
Germany appears to be next to Great 
Britain tn the rapidity with which she 
‘is toreasing the number of her spindles. 
Special Agent Burrill calls attention to 
the fact that from 90 to 95 per cent 
of the piece goods imported into Austria 
aré Of Dnglish manufacture. American

Are Made Mantiest in Reso- 


The Fall Pians for Annexation of 
Large Suburban Part of. Macon 


lutions Adopted by 
Committees. 


Macon, Ga., May 25.—(Special.)—The 
full plans for the annexation of large 
portions of east, south and west Maco. 
and portions of Vineville were reveaiei 
in the articles incorporated in resolu- 
tions adopted by the four committees 
representing the territory interested ani 
the committee of council, at a special 
meeting last night in’the council cham- 
ber. The plans outlined here are largely 
the work of Judge Emory Speer. Sa- 
vannah ang Atlanta, two cities working 
upon the same proposition, will hav2 
opportunity to view the plans as out- 
lined in the resolutions, which are as 
follows: 


“Resolved, by the general committee 
composed of the finance committee of the 
city of Macon anu three representatives 
each from South Macon, Mast Macon, 
West Macon and Vineville, that the 
finance committee of the city and each 
of the committees representing .we subur- 
ban residents do now ang hereby appoint 
a member from said finance committee: 
and uw member from each of said subur- 
ban committees, and that it shall be the 
aduty of sald comniittee of five .hus ap- 
pointed to mark out a boundary line pro- 
posed for the new city and. report the 
Saine for approwal to a subsequent meet- 
ing of this general committee. 

“Resolved further, That in case the 
report of such special] committee to mark 
out the boundary line be approved by 
this general committee, that the repre- 
sentatives of Bibb county and the sena- 
tor from this senatorial district be re- 
quested to introduce in the general as- 
sembly and press to passage a bil] con- 
taining, as far as may be practicable 
and possible, the conditions herein set 
forth desired by the suburban communi- 
ties as features of the resolution pro- 
vided for the extension of the boundary 
of the city of Macon, as follows, to wit: 

“That the act of the general assembly 
shall provide that at no time shal] tne 
city grant licenses for the sale of in- 
toxicating liquors in any quantity or 
of any character in the annexed terrl- 
tory. 

“That steps should be taken by the 
city to abate the nuisance in the an- 
nexed territory, if admitted, presented by 
the negro park and dance hall and skat- 
ing rink, known as the Ocmulgee park, 
it being the opinion of the meeting that 
this has become a rendezvous for the 
worst criminal elements among the ne- 
gro population of Macon, and a menace 
to the safety of our homes, and a 
scene of immoral practices and debauch- 
ery of the worst character. 

‘That the act should provide that the 
streets and avenues of the annexed ter- 
ritory should be worked by the county 
force of road hands under the direction 
of the mayor and council of the city of 
Macon. 

“That the legislature should provide 
that the streets and alleys should not 
be opened by the city through the sub- 
urban homes and lots of the people in 
the annexed territory without their 
consent and without full compensation 
for the actual value of the property 
taken and the consequent Injury to 
such homes and lots. 

“That adequate provisions. as far adj 
practicable and possible should be made 
by such legislation for policing the an- 
nexed territory, for furnishing lights, 
sewerage, fire protection, a sufficient 
pressure on the mains by the water 
company to furnish copious water sup- 
ply for the extinguishment of fires. 

“That in laying the sewers in fhe 
annexed territory that the citv should 
lay the lateral branches to the prop- 
erty lines of the abutting land owners 
on the same terms heretofore existing 
within the present corporate limits of 
the city of Macon, and that this should 
all be done at one time, so that the 
streets need not in the future be torn 
up for. the purpose of making such 
connection. 

‘‘Resolved further, That it {s the sense 
of this general committee composed as 
aforesaid, that the law providing for 
such egftension shall become of full 
force and effect provided that after the 
enactment thereof a majority of the 
qualified voters of said extended limits 
and of the city of Macon shall, at an 
election to be provided is said bill, vote 
for the said extension of the boundary 
of said city.t’ 

Said resolution was unanimously adopt- 
ed. The chairman of the suburban com- 
mittees were each appointed on the 
committee to mark out the boundaries 
and the finance committee, through its 
chairman, Mr. Williams, appointed Mr. 
Leon &. Dure to represent the city on 
that committee. This committee wiih 
meet next Tuesday evening at Judge 
Speer’s residence in  Vineville at 8” 
o’clock and will make their report to 
the general committee at a meeting 
called for next Friday evening at the 
same hour.

BULLETIN ISSUED ON APPLES. 


Farmers Are Urged to Evaporate the 
Lower Grades. ' 


Washington, May 25.—Appealing to the 
farmers and fruit interests of the coun- 
try to stimulate efforts to utilize the 
lower and less desirable grades of ap- 
ples so as to yield a fair return to the 
producer and remove them from com- 
petition with the better grades in the 
market, the plant industry bureau of the 
departmem of agricujture has issued 
a bulletin on evaporation of apples, de- 
signed to encourage work along that 
line. 

‘While the recent tendency in the ap- 
ple industry,’ says Chief Galoway, of 
the bureau, in the bulletin, “has ap- 
parently been to centralize fruit evapo- 
ration into distinct commercial estab- 
lishments having considerable capacity 
and requiring capital to construct and. 
equip, there still remain large regions 
in which there is considerable surplus 
of fruit that is unsuitable for packing 
and shipping in almost every crop year. 
Encouragement of evaporating, canning, 
cider making and other methods of 
utilization appears desirable, and of 
these evaporating is the one that ts 
most applicable at present to & wide 
range of conditions and, therefore, of 
most importance to the. average

WILL HAVE A NEW FRONT 


T ts always customary to notice the 
| removal or making over of old land- 
mark buildings, such as have been 


identified with the history of the city. It 
is, therefore, mete ang proper to make a 
few passing remarks about the work that 
is now being done on the pbuilding once 
used as the police barracks, for if there 
Was ever a structure in a community that 
helped to make history for a town that 
old building on South Pryor street, at 
the corner of the alley between Hiumter 
and Alabama streets, has done its part. 

It helped to make all sorts of local his- 
tory from the political. fights in the old 
police boards down to the social outcast 
in a cell. , 

It witnessed many a scene that caused 
people to laugh, ang that caused people 
to weep. 

The building 1s owned by John W. 
Grant. It is a four-story brick structure, 
fronting about 30 feet on Pryor and, run- 
ning back more than a 100 feet on the 
alley. 

The owner is having the whole histori- 
cal front. torn away, and a new one built 
which will give it an up-to-date cosmo- 


politan air. In fact, the %uilding will 
have the appearance of a new one. 

As the structure now appears, the whole 
interior is exposed to view. From the 
street can be seen the front room which 
Was once occupied by the chief of police, 
and where the police boara held its once 
famous pow-wows, The old station 
keeper’s office can be seen, and farther 
back the place where once stood the row 
of ,steel cells. 

One can almost imagine that he can
